HE ADMITS LAX METHODS. 


Investigating Committee of the

Pretentious firetraps, dishonestly bullt, 
violating the common rules of safety, and 
“with their rottenness hidden under a 
veneer of pressed brick front and gaudy in- 
terior finish —this was the condition of 


by prominent architects before the city 
council’e special investigating committee 
yesterday afternoon. 

The blame for these conditions was laid 
at the door of the city building department, 
and Building Commissioner Kiolbassa was 
charged to his face with ignoring complaints 
as to gross violations of the building ordi- 
nances. 

Dven Mayor Harrison was accused of 
ignoring complainte made by the members 
of the Chicago Architects’ Business associa- 
tion, who declared that had they kept silent 
they would have felt themselves partners 
in these building crimes.” 


Lie Passed: Faults Admitted. 

The session was marked by violent lan- 
Suage at intervals and the passing of the 
Me by Commissioner Kiolbassa in the case 
of a report on an alleged illegal bullding en- 
tered by Architect M. Spitser. The latter 
was not present at the meeting, but members 
of the association promptly asserted that 
he would meet any charges. 

Mr. Kiolbasea himself admitted that he had 
allowed violations of the law “ when neigh- 
that a full record of actions of the depart- 
ment is not kept—that “ unimportant ” mat- 
ters are set aside. 

Mr. Kiolbassa disputed the truth of many 
of the accusations made by the architects 
and then defended himself by asserting that 
his force of inspectors is far too small. 

“ We've got to use common sense,“ he as- 
serted. “If the building ordinances were 
enforced to the letter we would have to stop 
all building in Chicago.“ 

Have you ever asked correction of the 
ordinances at the hands of the council?” de- 
manded Ali. Snow, chairman of the investi- 
gating committee, which includes Ald, Min- 


“No, but they ought to be corrected,” re- 


turned the commissioner. 


Architects Tell of Danger. 

Henry Lord Gay, Charles W. Nothnagel, 
Charles R. Adams, Emory Stanford Hall, 
Edgar M. Newman, and other architects 
recited case after case where the burning of 
one column in a big flat building would 
plunge the entire structure into a heap; of 
“fire walle that were built only of stud- 
ding, pine lath, and plaster. All these vio- 
lations, they asserted, had been reported to 
the building department, only to be dis- 
regarded. 

“Why,” said Mr. Nothnagel, speaking of 
a building on the east side of Calumet ave- 
nue, between Sixtieth and Sixty-first streets, 
vou could drive an umbrella through the 
wall. I drove my measuring rule through it 
easily.”’ 

“And yet they call those ‘fire walls“ 
exdlaimed Alderman Snow, as the architect 
concluded. ‘‘ No wonder we have flat bund- 
ing fires with heavy losses of life.”’ 


Says Conditions Are Frightful. 

“ Evidence we have heard reveals a condi- 
tion of affairs that constitutes a personal 
menace to every citizen of Chili” said 
Mr. Snow after the session had adjourned 
until this afternoon, when Building Com- 
missioner Kiolbassa will face the inquisitors. 

“The gentlemen who testified today are 
representative architects and their associa- 
tion contains many of the most eminent men 
of that profession. 

“It is a condition nothing short of fright- 
ful when responsible citizens can file with 
the building department a list of detailed 
and specific violations in buildings in course 
of erection, ag these men did with Commis- 
sioner Kiolbassa himself, giving every fact 
needed to locate the violations, without elicit- 
ing the slightest evidence that the depart- 
ment was interested in the enforcement of 
the laws. 

“ Unless I much mistake the temper of the 
council the facts that are now comingito the 
surface will result in a reorganization of the 
department.“ 


Complaint Ignored Ten Times. 

When the architects had detailed a dozen 
cases of violations in which requests for in- 
terference had been ignored by the building 
commissioner, Adolph Wilke, 640 West Su- 
perior street, came forward with the asser- 
tion, backed by an affidavit, that Mr. Kiol- 
bassa had allowed his neighbor, John Schroe- 
der, to construct a barn in direct violation 
of the ordinances. Mr. Wilke described ten 
separate visits he had made to Kiolbassa. 
each time protesting against the structure, 
and invariably receiving the reply that he 
(Kiolbassa) was too busy to look into the 
mat ter. 

I am responsible for that,“ broke in Mr. 
Kiolbassa. “ Schroeder asked permission to 
put up a shelter shed. I found he and Wilke 
had a family quarrel that had been running 
five years and I did not intend to be used as 
a tool for revenge.” é | 

It was shown that the shelter shed was. 
a barn, 

Didn't you send to the police department 
to have the work stopped?” asked Ald. Lit- 
zinger, and the commissioner admitted he 
had. 

Have you a record of that order?” 

No, the police may have.“ 

Do you keep a record of orders?” 

O, sure, but not in small cases. This 
case was so small that I thought it wasn’t 
worth while for the department to pay any

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FIVE HELD AS FORGERS. 


POLICE ARREST GANG OF AL- 
LEGED BANK SWINDLERS. 


Frank J. Holmes’ Attempt to Secure 
$900 in Corn Exchange National 
Leads to Arrest of Himself and Con- 
federates — Check Bears Name of 
Mrs. R. T. Crane—Band Said by the 
Detectives to Have Obtained $20,000 
Within a Week. 


When Frank J. Holmes secured $900 at the 
Corn Exchange bank yesterday by passing in 
a bit of paper to the paying teller bearing the 
name of Mrs. R. T. Crane, wife of the Chicago 
manufacturer, he made the mistake that 
caused his own arrest and the capture of an 

organized gang of check forgers, who have 
been operating in La Salle street during the 
last week. ‘ 

It is said the gang has been using the 
names of wives of wealthy and prominent 
Chicagoans on which to secure money, and 
that their success has been phenomenal. 

Investigations made by detectives last 
night revealed that the gang had been oper- 
ating among the banks of Chicago, and that 
not less than $20,000 had been secured, while 
double that amount in spurious paper had 
been held up. 


Taken at Bank Counter. 


Holmes was arrested whilehe was picking 
up the $900 in exchange for a check he had 
presented. When Bank Polleeman T. H. 
Averys laid hands on him he protested vigor- 
ously, and caused considerable excitement in 
the bank. He denied any guilt and said he 
took the check in exchange for money from 
a stranger on the street. The police assert 
that a number of checks of the same style of 
writing as the one taken from Holmes have 
been circulated Tecently. The check was in- 
dorsed with the name of R. T. James. 
After the arrest Detectives Thompson and 
Gallagher went to a house on West Madison 
street and secured a number of blank checks. 
These are the property of Holmes, it is said, 
and were found hidden in his room. 

It was shortly after noon when Holmes ap- 
peared at the bank. He hurried to one of the 
paying teller’s windows and presented a 
check. 

The paying teller took the slip of paper and 
glanced at the signature. There appeared on 
the bottom of the paper the name of Mrs. 
R. T. Crane.. The teller hesitated, and inthe 
meantime the stranger assumed an easy at- 
titude and was gazing out ofa window. The 
teller motioned td Polleeman Averys, who 
seized the stranger by the arm.

Five members of the gang were arrested 
last night at 145 North Clark street and held

Rohan detailed Detectives 
Gallagher, De Celle, and Thompson to bring 
in the gang. They had been under surveil- 
lance three days and were then traced to 231 
East Indiana street. 


Solicit Letters from Victims. 

The two women of the gang are middle- 
aged and well dressed. It was a part of their 
work to call upon the wives of wealthy citi- 
zens and by soliciting. a letter or a small 
check for some “‘ worthy object secure the 
exact autograph of the intended victim. 

The men arrested are all young—none over 


and expensive clothing and have the appear- 
ance of well to do business men. 

It was nearly 10 o'clock last night when the 
three men called at the house where the ar- 
rest was made and met the two women. The 
detectives had rented an adjoining room and 
heat ufficient talk between them to estab- 
lish conspiracy. 7 

When the prisoners were brought into the 
‘Central station one of them was identified 
as having secured $100 last Saturday on a 
bogus check from a lawyer in the Ashland 
block. The police were called in at the time, 
but the man escaped through a dark corridor 
and the use of the freight elevator. 


Confesses to Forgery. 

Henry Kallen of Shreveport, La., was ar- 
rested yesterday afternoon for forgery and 
taken to the Maxwell street station. Ac- 
cording to the police he cunfessed to passing 
a number of worthless checks on different 
saloonkeepers. The boy says he is the son 
of Rabbi Emil Kallen, who, with a num- 
ber of residents of Chicago, went to Shreve- 
port some twelve years ago. He is but 18 
years old and attributes his downfall to 
gambling. 


GIRL ESCAPES ARREST BY 
LEAPING FROM CAR WINDOW. 


Makes Daring Break for Freedom at 
Waukegan and Eludes Pursuit—Po- 
lice Seek Her in Chicago. 


An 18 year old girl named Cooke, who six 
weeks ago was paroled from a Milwaukee 
reform school and was rearrested in De Kalb, 
escaped from the Milwaukee policeman who 
had her in charge by leaping from a train 
window at Waukegan. The train had start- 
ed when the girl jumped, and before the au- 
thoritiés here could be notified she disa 
peared and is still at liberty. 

She had gone to visit in southern Illinois, 
and while there the authorities heard of mis- 
demeanors she was committing, and word 
was sent to arrest her. She evaded the police 
in several cities, but was arrested at De 
Kalb. A Milwaukee policeman was sent 
after her, and was returning to Milwaukee 
on the frain which leaves Chicago at 10:30 
o'clock. Just as the train was to pull out 
of the station she requested release to get a 
drink of water. When the train was well 
under way the guard went to look for her, 
and found she had disappeared. 

Later it was learned that the prisoner had 
been seen to leap from a window and run 
toward the lake. -Little was thought of the 
matter until the Milwaukee police wired 
back to the Waukegan authorities to search 
for her. A detail of men was sent out over 
the city, but no trace of the girl was secured.

INOCULATED 
DIES BY POISON. 


Emma King, Who Volunteered 
to Test Consumption Germ 
Theory, Is Killed by 
“ Medicine.” 


MYSTERY IN THE CASE. 


Goes to Resort in Delaware, Ac- 
companied by Doctor, Appears 
Nervous, Takes Powder, 
and Expires. 


Dover, N. J., July 15.—[Special.]—Miss 
Emma H. King, the young woman who sub- 
mitted to inoculation with the germs of con- 


Dr. G. D. Barney of Brooklyn might prove the 
theories he held in regard to tuberculosis died 
in circumstances which the county authori- 
ties think need investigation at the farm- 
house of Alfred Shuman, at Shippeport, on 
Lake Hopatcong, five miles from this place, 
Sunday night. 

Miss King died of poison self-administered, 
but it is not believed she meant to kill her- 
self. On the contrary, the arsenic powder 
which killed her was a medicine she received, 
according to Mrs. Shuman, to restore her to 
the health and vigor which were hers before 
she consented to become a martyr to science, 
but which she had never enjoyed from the 
time Dr. Barney operated on her. 


Coroner Starts an Inquiry. 


buried in the churchyard of the Methodist 
Episcopal church at Succasunna before any 
relative or friend had claimed it and not- 
withstanding the mystery surrounding her 
death, 

Coroner Hogan made a hasty investigation 
of the death of Miss King this morning and 
this afternoon went to Morristown, where 
he made a report to District Attorney Elmer 
Miller, who ordered the exhumation of the 
body tomorrow. Mr. Adsit of Succasunna 
and Dr. Cook of Dover will perform the 


autopsy. 
Girl Was a Wreck. 

Miss King came to Shippenport on Friday 
afternoon a mental and physical wreck. She 
was nervous and excited most of the time. 
The only thing that would calm her was a 
cigaret. She smoked cigarets incessantly, 
but always in her own room. The powder 
which she took and which killed her was one 
of a box of a dozen which she brought with 
her. The powder was the first she had taken. 
She apparently was not altogether innocent 
of its nature and without some fear of it. 
This is shown by a remark she made to Mrs. 

the medicine. - 
There's arsenic in this and I am a fool to 
take it,” she said, as she poured it out on her 
tongue and washed it down with a glass of 
water. 


Doctor Brings Girl to Lake. 

The only person who can throw any light 
on Mise King’s actions before death and 
possibly explain what the powders were she 
was taking, and why she was taking them, 
is Dr. Alfred Walton of 508 Fifth avenue, a 
epecialist, who owns several hundred acres 
along the shores of Lake Hopatcong, where 
he has a summer camp. 

Dr. Walton brought Miss King here and 
she was to have gone to work for him asa 
nurse tomorrow. His camp, which he is 
presumably preparing for the summer, is at 
a remote point ofthe lake. 

Marshal Hagen had a talk with Dr. Walton 
over the telephone today, but all he would 
say about the girl was that he had engaged 
her to work for him at his summer camp and 
had brought her to Shippenport for that 
purpose. Dr. Walton and Miss King came 
here on Friday afternoon and drove out on 
the lake Hopatcong road to the Keystone 
hotel, near Shippenport. P 

Miss King staid there until Saturday mort. 
ing when she went to the Schuman farm- 
house, which is nearer to Dr. Walton’s camp. 
She engaged board untfl Tuesday morning, 
when she was to go to the camp and take 
up her quarters there. 


Girl Acts in Nervous Manner. 

All day Saturday the girl acted nervous- 
ly. Mrs. Schuman asked her what was the 
matter and she said: 

“Why, I'm always this way. I'm the girl 
that Dr. Barney of Brooklyn inoculated 
with consumption, and they tried to cure 
me, but didn’t cure me, and I’ve worried ever 
since. I took lots of medicine for it which 
never does much good.“ 


Girl Lived in Jersey City. 

Miss King lived in a furnished room at 
Mrs. Henry Mauchet’s boarding house, 148 
Mercer street, Jersey City, in December. 
She complained of ÜUmess and told Mrs. 
Mauchet she had been inoculated by Dr. 
Barney for consumption. She left the house 
last March, saying she had a place as a can- 
vasser for a credit clothing house in Man- 
hattan. She coughed much and looked like 
a consumptive. 

Inoculated Last November. 

On Nov. 9 last Dr. George D. Barney of 401 
Third street, Brooklyn, Inoculated Miss 
King, who then lived at 627 Carroll street, 


| Brooklyn, with solution of bovine tubercular 


bacilli in order to prove that Prof. Koch was 
mistaken when he said human beings could 
not contract consumption from animals. He 
also proposed to show by Miss King that 
consumption, taken in its early stages, could 
be cured by a treatment of inhalation of 
phenol, his own invention. 

Dr. Barney claimed to have inoculated 
Miss King twice in the neck. The cow from 
which the bacilli were taken died shortly 
after Miss King was inoculated. On Dec. 
12 Dr. Barney announced that the germs had 
worked and that Miss King had a pro- 
nounced case of consumption. He then took 
her to Mrs. Mauchet’s house in Jersey City 
because of threatening interference from the 
board of health. There the process of curing 
Miss King began, but Dr. Barney never dis- 
closed what progress he was making in that 
direction, 


Says Girl Was Cured. 
Dr. George D. Barney, at his home in 
Brooklyn tonight, said that from the descrip- 
tion given he feared that the Miss King who 
had died at Lake Hopatcong was the woman 
who had allowed herself to be inoculated by 
him with the germs of tuberculosis. 

“ After the inoculation of Miss King last 
year,” he®said, “I took her to a quiet house 
in Jersey City during the further treatment, 
so as to escape undue excitement and noto- 
riety. The address of that house and of the 
woman with whom she staid I have forgot- 
ten. Later the girl went to her parents’ 
home in Massachusetts and then returned to 
New York and went to work. When I last 
saw her she was fully cured of any trace of 
consumption.”

Work Today.

President Young Withdraws Sup-

CITY RULED BY REPORTER 


MINNEAPOLIS OFFICIALS LEAVE 
UNDERLING IN CHARGE. 


Mayor Ames’ Secretary Takes Control 
and Starts Campaign of Reform, 
Transferring Accused Policemen, 
Ordering Saloons and Dives Closed 
and Grafting Stopped—Captain Con- 
victed of Taking Money Tries to Ex- 
pose His Former Fellows. 


Minneapolis, Minn., July 15.—[Special.]—A 
police reporter is now the ruler of Minne- 
apolis. The mayor of the city, A. A. Ames, 
has gone to West Baden, Ind., broken in 
health, his spirit.crushed; the chief of police, 
Fred W. Ames, is in hiding somewhere, 
probably at San Francisco, and an acting 
chief of police has been appointed in his 
place. 

County Attorney Boardman tonight de- 
clared Superintendent of Police Ames must 
now be regarded as a fugitive from justice. 
At the same hour Sheriff Dreger received a 
message from Hovey Clarke, foreman of the 


grand jury, urging him to institute search 


for the missing chief. 

Under the law the president of the council, 
D. P. Jones, is acting mayor, but he is to go 
east Friday for an extended vacation and 
there is no provision of law for succession. 
The vice president of the council does not 
become acting mayor, and the legal wits are 
busy trying to solve the problem. , 

Reporter Takes Charge of City. 

Acting Mayor Jones is paying no attention 
whatever te the office, as his Mieas are so 
radical they could not be carried out in the 
space of a few days. When Mayor Ames left 
he gave his 


mayor’s office itself but also in the police 
department. 

Brown was police reporter for a local 
paper until Ames was elected, when he be- 
came private secretary. He was not in 
office long before he became managing editor 
of Mayor Ames’ newspaper, and later, in con- 
nection with E. E. Wheelock, the mayor's 
stenographer, purchased a cigar store, with 
poker games in the rear. 

Captain C. R. Hill has been appointed 
acting chief, but he takes his orders from 
Brown, who has sole charge of the mayor’s 


| office at the same time. 


Mayor Ames Seriously III. 
Mayor Ames is an extremely sick man. In 
addition to his ordinary ailments the work 
of the grand jury has pulled him down, and 
his friends believe that he will not recover 
sufficiently to return and face the indictments 
now pending. 


Brown Starts to Reform Town. 

The mayor was hardly out of Minneapolis 
before Secretary Brown decided on a com- 
plete reorganization of the police force, and 
Minneapolis is to be purified at last. That 
he does not expect Chief Ames to return is 
shown by the fact that he has filled the va- 
cancies all along the line. 

Capt. Krumweide, who had a collision with 
Capt. Fitchette, was transferred to a night 
position in the suburbs. The detective force 
was divided between the different stations, 
captains and lieutenants switched around, 
and now strict orders have gone forth that 
the laws must be enforced. First of all, 
grafting must cease. The saloons are to 
close promptly at midnight, there must be no 
gambling, women must not frequent wine 
rooms, fake auction shops must put up the 
shutters, and there is to be a genuine house- 
cleaning. 


Fitchette Seeks Revenge. 

Capt. Fitchette is doomed to go to the 
workhouse, and he decided to have revenge 
first, as he thinks that he has been jobbed 
by the powers at police headquarters. He 
stood close to Mayor Ames, taking his orders 
direct, and spoiled many plans of the police 
force. Under the law it is doubtful if he is 
still a member of the force, but he says he 
is, and wears his diamond star conspicuously. 

Last night Capt. Krumweide dragged 
Capt. Fitchette through the streets, followed 
by a mob of 2,000 persons, to the police sta- 
tion. He was charged with disorderly con- 
duct because he had gone around to the dif- 
ferent winerooms ordering the women to 
get out. 

Capt. Fitchette invited the newspapers to 
send representatives with him on his raid, 
Everywhere he went the proprietors said 
Capt. Krumweide had informed them that 
they could run. 

Claims He Can Convict. 

Capt. Fitchette now says that he has 
enough evidence to convict Capt. Krum- 
weide and Acting Chief Hill, and he will 
gladly tell it to the grand jury. 


MARRIAGE AT ST. JOSEPH 
. ENDS LOST GIRL MYSTERY. 
Police Are Seeking Johanna Hillebrand 


When Telegram Informs Astonished 
Parents She Is a Bride. 


When Johanna Hillebrand left home Mon- 
day morning her parents supposed she was 
going to visit a girl friend in the neighbor- 
hood: Yesterday a telegram was received 
by her father stating that she had been mar- 
ried the day before in St. Joseph, Mich. 

Johanna was only 16 years old and was 
just out of school. No suspicion of a love 
affair had entered the minds of her parents. 
The man in the case is John Coleberg. and 
rumor has it that he was formerly in the 
employ of Mr. Hillebrand, but was dis- 
charged because of his attentions to the 
daughter. 

The first knowledge the parents had of 
the disappearance of their daughter was 
on Monday afternoon when she failed to re- 
turn home. Her absence was reported tothe 
Sheffield avenue police, and her parents were 
greatly excited and feared some accident 
had befallen the girl 


The first break in the ranks of the freight 
handlers occurred last night. Its effect will 
be tested this morning. It promises to end 
the Strike. 

Wage scales on the basis of the July 1 


agreement were accepted late yesterday by 


committees sent to the Lake Shore, Nickel 
Plate, Michigan Central, Rock Island, and 
Northwestern railroads. ' 

At 10 o’clock this morning in Wosta's hall, 
122 West Lake street, a determined effort will 
be made by Vice President J. F. O'Neil and 
other members of the freight handlers” ex- 
ecutivé committee to induce the union to ac- 
cept the committee's settlement. Should 
they be successful the men will return to 
work for these roads at 1 o'clock. 

In addition to the five roads mentioned a 
committee of employés will return to the 
Illinois Central road this morning at 8:30 
and sign either the July 1 schedule or that 
formally accepted by the committee of which 
Charles Tustin was the chairman on July 10. 

The management of the Burlington ral 
road received word last night from its men 
that they would return to work today.. They 
will be received back at the July 1 scale. 


Curran Still Holds Out. 

While these symptoms, hopeful of peace 
in the labor troubles of the city, were be- 
ing exhibited, President Curran of the 
freight handlers was inspired with new 
courage to declare these various settlements 
unwarranted. He announced that none of 
the committees was authorized to accept 
these agreements, and that the men would 
not return to work. He was almost hope- 
less until the Chicago Federation of Labor 
meeting at night, when he obtained some 
encouragement, and announced his deter- 
mination to fight to the last ditch.” 

The strike is still on,” said Mr. Curran. 
“My men are more determined than ever. 
and the reports of the committees have in- 
duced. the end. Nobody 
aut bers of the committees 
to take the course they did and accept the 
terms they signed. No settlement made 
was official or binding on either the union 
or the men. We will recognize no agreement 
unless it is official and along the lines the 
officers of the union have outlined. I have 
issued a call for a general meeting to be 
held at Wosta's hall tomorrow morning, 
and there will tell the men to continue the 
ght.“ 

In this contention President Curran gets 
himself up in direct opposition to his vice 
president and some members of his execu- 
tive committee, who declared the freight 
handlers would return to work today. 


Orders Teamsters Back to Work. 

President Albert Young of the Teamsters’ 
National union dealt the strike a powerful 
blow when he announced that the truck and 
the commission drivers must return to work 
this morning or he would cancel their cards 
and see that every one of their licenses was 
revoked. ‘ 

„ The teamsters would have been glad to 
have helped the freight handlers,” said Pres- 
ident Young, “ but we cannot untangle the 
web of mistakes which Mr. Curran seems to 
have made. If we could have learned what 
he wanted and coul® have forced him to stick 
to it our assistance would have done him 
some good. 

‘Every teamster holding a card in the 


unions must return to work tomorrow morn- 
ing. They will proceed as if nothing had oc- 
curred. If any member refuses to obey the 
orders of his employer or live up to his con- 
tract he will have to get out of the union.” 


Federation Takes a Hand. 

The Chicago Federation of Labor held its 
last night’s meeting just at the time when 
the prospects for settlement of the struggle 
were brightest. In executive session Presi- 
dent Curran informed the delegates that he 
had done everything in his power to effect a 
settlement, but had exhausted his resources 
and now must. have aid. : 

A letter from Mayor. Harrison to the fed- 
eration requesting its aid in adjusting the 
difficulty with the freight handlers, com- 
bined with the appeal of Curran, convinced 
the central body that there was something 
for it to do. Accordingly it authorized its 
own executive committee to accompany 
President Curran and the executive commit- 
tee of the freight handlers to the city hall 
to hold a conference with the mayor. ‘ 

It was this action that caused Mr. Curran 


should he hold off. His declaration that no 
agreements would be recognized and that 
the strike would continue was made a few 
minutes later. 


Merchants Decide to Wait. 


Merchants decided not to make any at- 
tempt to move their freight until they had 
an opportunity to observe the effect of Presi- 
dent Young’s order upon the truck and com- 
mission drivers. If these men obey the order 
and return to work this morning a concerted 
effort will be made at 2 o’clock to move 
freight. 

A committee consisting of John G. Shedd 
of Marshall Field & Co., J. V. Farwell Jr. of 
the J. V. Farwell company, and A. C. Bart- 
lett of Hibbard, Spencer & Bartlett waited on 
Mayor Harrison during the day and informed 
him that they would not submit to the delay 
in the transportation of their shipments any 
longer than today. Trade is being diverted 
to other eities, the merchants declare, and it 
is impossible for them to endure the tieup 
any longer. 

First Break of Strikers. 

Statements that some of the railroads were 
signing the agreements submitted by the 
committees were made at 6 o’clock when 
the committee returned from the Lake Shore 
offices. Members of the committee reported 
to President Curran that they had accepted 
the July 1 schedule as it stood, with the un- 
derstanding that all the men formerly em- 
ployed by the company would be permitted 
to return to work. 

The instructions of President Curran op 
demand of the teamsters, made in the morn- 
ing, had been that the committees should

to believe he had the support of organized 
labor and a possibility to secure better terms 
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ask for 17% cents for the truckers, no proba- 
tion, and that no men paid by the month 
should be docked for loss of time. 

The schedule accepted by the Lake Shore 
committee contained none of these provis- 
ions, and President Curran immediately de- 
clared that it would not be accepted. Some 
of the men insisted that they would return 
to work this morning whether the executive 
committee accepted it or not. | 

We are tired of being out of work,” they 
declared. You can accept the settlement 
or not, as you please, but we are going back 
to work.“ 


Others Join the Break. 

While the Lake Shore men threatened to 
revolt against President Curran’s authority, 
the committee from the Northwestern en- 
tered the headquarters. They reported the 
Northwestern granted everything.“ Whenit 
Was sifted down the executive committee 
found that the Northwestern had offered the 
men 17% cents, but would not cut out the 
probation period. Mr. Curran insisted that 
it would be impossible to accept this sched- 
ule either. Members of the committee, which 
consisted of Michael Connors, Otto Rippin, 
James Harmon, Charles Sieger, and Louis 
Lanzer,/declared they were going to work 
this morning anyway, and the same state- 
ment was made when the Nickel Plate, Mich- 
fgan Central, and Rock Island committees 
appeared. | 

The Illinois Central committee reported 
wat Supt. Egan had told them they 
could take their choice between the wage 
geale offered them on July 1 and that 
of July 10, known as the Tustin” agree- 
ment. 

“ All our men, except two, will be taken 
back if they report by 1 o’clock tomorrow,” 
gaid Mr. Egan. If they are not here by that 
time not a man will be given his old position.“ 

The committee agreed to report at 8:30 this 
morning which scale they would accept. 
During the evening many of the Illinois Cen- 
tral’s former employés talked it over among 
themselves and agreed to return at 1 o’clock 
today. 


Puts Blame on Curran. 

Secretary J. C. Driscoll of the Coal and 
Van Team Owners’ association said last 
night he had positive information that Pres- 
ident Curran had not kept faith with the 
teamsters, even on the agreement he had. 
signed at the Great Northern hotel early 
yesterday morning. | 

“Curran agreed to send committees to 
every road in the city,.“ said Mr. Driscoll, 
„ and I have positive statements from the 
general managers that up to noon his com- 
mittees had visited only five roads. They 
submitted propositions to the Northwest- 
ern. St. Paul, and Baltimore and Ohio roads. 
They called on the Rock Island and the 
Banta Fe roads, but left no documents for 
the officials to act on. 

“Later, when he found we were keeping 
tab on him. Mr. Curran sent his committees 
to the Lake Shore, Tlinois Central. and 
Nickel Plate roads. Yet, before noon, he in- 
formed all the newspapers that the roads 
had ‘repulsed’ his committees. I'd like 
to know what you are going to do with a 
man like that?“ 


Settlement Terms Ignored. 

The meeting of the Chicago federation 
which was the means of strengthening Cur- 
ran’s backbone was held at Musician’s hall. 
88 Franklin street. It was the first time the 
federation had formally taken up the strike. 
The settlements with some of the roads dur- 
ine the late afternoon were not considered 


“and the strike was acted on as if such agree- 


ments had not .been reached. When the 
speeches had closed it was agreed to send 
the executive committee with that of the 
freight handlers to confer today with the 
state board of arbitration and with Mayor 
Harrison in an attempt to bring about peace. 

The meeting was conducted by President 
J. H. Bowman. Leaders of the strike and 
the state board of arbitration were present. 
President Curran, Chairman Job, and a 
number of labor leaders made speeches. The 
consensus of opinion was that the freight 
handlers’ union should. be saved from dis- 
ruption, and the sending of committees to 
the persons who had asked to act as inter- 
mediaries was considered the best course. 

The committee from the federaiton—which 
will consist of President Bowman, Secretary 
Walter Carmody, John Daly of the team- 
sters’ union, Timothy Cruise of the carpen- 
ters’ union, and J. J. Fitzpatrick, general 
organizer—will meet the state board at 155 
Washington street at 11 o'clock, and from 
there will go to meet the mayor at his office 
at noon. 


Curran’s Change of Heart. 

Before the federation took a hand in the 
matter President Curran was on the verge 
of surrender. The reports from the commit- 
tees sent to the various roads reached him 
and he found that five had signed. Then he 
issued a call for ratification meetings at 
Wosta’s hall and Curtis hall. Men flocked 
to both halls, and for a time it looked as if the 
strike would be declared off at once. 

Then, when the members of the executive 
committee of the strikers heard that the Chi- 
cago Fderation of Labor might give aid, they 
declared the meetings off and hundreds 
of men turned away for home. All had gath- 
ered in relief at the thought that the strike 
was over, and they did not understand Pres- 


ident Curran’s sudden change of front. They 
were told to meet again in the morning and 
many made plans to go immediately from 
that meeting to their roads and apply for 
their places. ; 

„ We are done,” said one at Curtis hall, 
“and we are glad of it. I am willing to take 
17 cents an hour and have this thing over 
with. So are we all.“ 

This was the consensus of opinion, and 
when it was announced that five roads had 
signed the scale satisfaction was displayed. 
Whether this feeling will change before to- 
day’s meeting those of the executive board 


y Curran Followers to Vote. 


who favor a break would not say. 


The meeting this morning may vote to con- 
tinue the strike. From appearances last 
night it will be attended by the followers of 
President Curran, for the men who have 
worked for a break in the strike will be back 
in their freighthouses ready for business. At 
the last meetings held under similar condi- 
tions President Curran was able to hold the 
mem to his point of view and such a result js 
not unexpected for today. 

“It is up to us to do something,” said a 
member of the executive board. Most of 
the men need their pay and cannot afford to 
remain out much longer. More than that, 
some of them are beginning to believe agree-" 
ments signed by the executive committee 
— be lived up to, and this has not been 

one. 

I believe firmly that the union as a whole 
is in favor of accepting that July 1 scale and. 
whether President Curran wants it accepted 
or not, such a course will have to be taken.” 


Team Owners Grant Respite. 

The members of the Chicago Team Owners’ 
association agreed during the evening not 
to send their wagons to the freight depots 
until 2 o'clock this afternoon, pending the 
negotiations between Mayor Harrison, the 
Federation of Labor, and the freight hand- 
lers. During the early part of the meeting 
the sentiment was entirely in favor of send- 
ing out the wagons at 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing and demanding police protection. It was 
only changed by the information that the 
mayor would take up the matter at 11 o'clock. 

President Young of the National Team- 
sters’ union had addressed the meeting and 
told the team owners to order their men to 
work in the morning and gjscharge every 
one who refused. He proiiised that the 
union would discipline every one who re- 
fused to go out. 

He was followed by J. 8. Driscoll, secre- 
tary of the Coal Team Owners, who severely 
arraigned the striking teamsters, and inci- 
dentally President Curran and the executive 
committee of the freight handlers. 

The prospect looked good for a vote in 
favor of resuming business early in the 
morning, when Dan Furman, secretary of 
the truck drivers, took the platform. He 
brought the news to the meeting that the 
mayor had taken up the strike with the 
Federation of Labor and asked that no hasty 
action be taken which would result in riot- 
ing and the calling out of the militia. He 
said he believed the,strike would be settled 
by 2 o’clock, inasmuch as the Lake Shore 
had already come to terms with its men. 


Dixon Takes Issue. 


Arthur Dixon disputed some of Mr. Fur- 
man’s statements and reminded him of Pres- 
ident Young’s statement. 

Ane president of the Teamsters’ National 
union does not control the teamsters of Chi- 
cago and cannot,” spoke. up Mr. Curran. 
„It he did he would have been here last 
week, and then there would have been no 
strike in sympathy with the freight handlers. 
Mr. Dixon. you are in the same boat with 
the freight handlers. Do not rely on the 
promise of one man to settle this matter.” 

So many speakers advised that the team 
owners and merchants should take the mat- 
ter into their own hands this morning and 
start the teams at 7 o'clock that Mr. Furman 
thought that his plea to wait had little show 
of being considered. Stepping to the plat- 
form again, he said: 

„Mr. Chairman, I withdraw my request 
for you to delay matters in hope of a settle- 
ment at noon. Act as President Young has 
told you.” 

With that Mr. Furman left the hall. 


Will Haul Produce Today. 


The South, Water street commission mer- 
chants will be greatly relieved today by the 
decision of the commission teamsters to fe 
sume work. The men are firm in their de- 
termination not to take goods handled by non- 
union labor, so they will get around the 
question by taking unemployed union 
teamsters into the yards to unload the cars. 

It is believed that practically no produce 
will be unloaded -by railroad employés, and 
the shortage of green stuffs and dairy prod- 
ucts in the local market will be greatly re- 
lieved. 

President Young gave the commission team 
owners the same instructions that he gave 
the Chicago team owners later in the even- 
ing, and it is believed that nearly every man 
will report for work today. : 


Statement by Railways. 


The general managers of the railways gave 
out a statement, in which they said, in part: 

The best evidence that the rates offered by the 
railway companies are fair are the statements and 
admissions of a large number of men who have 
returned to work, or are ready and anxious to do 
so. A full force could have been obtained by all 
the companies without doubt, and that the com- 
panies have not done so and temporarily filled the 
positions with volunteers from the service is due 
to the earnest desire on the part of the officers 
to show the men who foolishly left their positions 
without notice every possible consideration.

Manufacturers’ association held at noon a 
committee was appointed to confer with the 
Chicago Teaming association and other or- 
ganizations’ and resolutions were adopted.

APPEALS TO CIVIC PATRIOTISM. 


Mayor Harrison Asks Railroad Mana- 
gers and Labor Men to Confer 
with Him Over Strike. 


Mayor Harrison took a hand in the strike 
during the day. As a result of the declara- 
tion made to him during the morning by 
merchants that the} intended to begin the 
immediate movement of freight, settlement 
or no settlement, and would demand ample 
police protection, the mayor asserted that an 
agreement must be effected at once or riots 
would claim Chicago's streets. 

After long discussions with representatives 
of business interests and of the labor unions 
he sent. letters by personal messengers last 
night to the managers of the twenty-four 
railroads affected .and -to officials of the 
freight handlers’ union and the federation of 
labor, asking separate conferences with both 
sides this morning. | 

The letters to the general managers re- 
quested them to meet with the city executive 
at his office at 11 o’clock this morning. The 
labor men were asked to come in an hour 
later. The labor men asked to a conference 
were President Curran and Secretary Henry 
of the freight handlers and President Bow- 
man and Secretary Carmody of the federa- 
tion of labor. 


Appeals to Municipal Patriotism. 
Each letter was identical and read as fol- 


lows: 

July 15, 1902.—Dear Sir: For a week past the 
business of Chicago, owing to the strike of the 
freight handlers employed by the various rall- 
roads, has been at a standstill. In the near future 
I am advised freight will be moved between the 
freighthouses and the various business houses of 
the city. The moving will in all probability lead 
to a recurrence of the disorders witnessed in some- 
what similar circumstances in the streets some 
weeks ago. 

It is the dyty of all good citizens to exhaust all 
homorable means in their power to prevent disor- 
der and violence; besides, in this @spute, the 
business Interests of Chicago have much at stake. 
and their welfare demands a patriotic and united 
effort to bring about, ifit may possibly be brought 
about, a restoration of business relations between 
the railroads and their men. ‘ 

In these circumstances, therefore, and before 
disorder occurs, I offer my services; official as 
well ad personal, to aid in restoring the business 
activity of the city, as well as preventing disor- 
ders which are harmful to it and to its good name. 
To the end that these results may be brought about 
I shall be glad to see you at my office tomorrow, 
Wednesday, July 16. at 12 o’clock. Yours truly,

Merchants Call on Mayor. 


A committee of three merchants—John G.

Cling to Overturned Boat.

Corey then took the women away in the 
dinghey. This was the beginning of the brav- 
est act I ever witnessed. The courage of the 
man was no less wonderful than 
strength. We searched for Mary Tayloyana 
Harry Jensen, but could not find then, and

After the boat went over,“ said Mise 
Goodman, the first woman to come to the 
surface was Mrs. Cameron. She was caught 
by Mr. Cameron and placed in the dinghey, 
which had been brought around from the 
stern and righted by Mr. Haskins. Then 
Mies Cameron came up and she, too, was put 
in the dinghey. All this time I was under the 
boat treading water in an effort to reach the 
edge and pull myself into open water. I 
knew that that was my only hope. I wasn’t 
frightened, but the sensation was strange. 
I never once thought of death, but only won 
dered how I was to get out. At last my 
white duck skirt attracted the attention of 
the men and I was dragged into the boat 
Then came Corey’s daring and successful 
effort to row the women ashore. Haskings 
had intended to take the boat to the shore, 
but was afraid he would not prove strong 
enough for the task. 

When later in the day the Arab was towel 
to the boat clubhouse the bodies of Miss Tay- 
lor and Jensen were found in the cabin 
The body of Miss Taylor lay at the entranés 
to the cabin.

King’s Recovery Not to Be Ham- 
pered by Politics and Cham- 
berlain Has No Time.

LONDON, July 16, 3 a. m.—Events are not 
moving with sufficient rapidity to suit the 
amateur politicians, and they have not been 
deterred by unusual heat from excessive 
geal in cabinet making. There is a hum 
of industry in the lobbies of parliament and 
the emoking roms of the clubs, and the old 
fogies are being expelled with a rush from 
the ‘abinet. Lord Curgon and other dis- 
tinguished Englishmen abroad are brought 
back to London and there is a reshuffling of 
rds all around. Meanwhile, Mr. Balfour 
bas taken the office of privy seal and has 
provided himself with a place of honor and 
an appropriate costume for the first scene in 
the coronation ceremonial, and is proceeding 
with the routine of business and the educa- 
tion bill as though nothing had happened. 
Immediate changes in the cabinet are not ex- 
pected by the government officials and well 
informed politicians. — 


Good Reasons for Delay. 
There are two reasons for delay. First, the 


King’s restoration to health must not be im- 


peded by political complications, and, sec- 
ondly, Mr. Chamberlain, who will naturally 
be consulted by Mr. Balfour, is still disabled, 


and has the imperial conference on his hands 


as soon as he can return to active business, 
so the reconstruction of the cabinet is un“ 
likely until the coronation is over and Mr. 
Chamberlain's wishes respecting, the treas- 
ury are known. 

Mr. Chamberlain has strengthened his grip 
upon the coalition party by the loyalty with 
which he has supported Balfour, and his 
warmest admirers credit him with having a 
greater devotion to principles and policies 
than regard for his own political ambitions. 
They contend that he will be satisfied if he is 
allowed to remain in the colonia! office, with 
a colleague in the treasury who is not thwart- 
ing his plans and heading the opposition to 
him. Chamberlain, like other fathers, is 
proud of his son and is anxious to have him 
get on, so the promotion of Austen Chamber- 
lain would probably reconcile the secretary 
of the colonies to a good many personal 
sacrifices. 

Among the sheaf of speculative rumors the 
most likely one is that which carries Austen 
Chamberlain and George Wyndham into the 
reconstructed cabinet. 


King Carried to His Yacht.

Goes to Station in Ambulance. 


The king was conveyed to the station inan 
ambulance omnibus.

The ambulance 
omnibus was driven at a walking pace to the 
station. where half a dozen bluejackets car- 


Queen Alexandra, the Prince and Princess 
Charles of Denmark, and Princess Victoria 
traveled in the same train with the king. 
Queen Alexandra rode with the king to the 
station. 

The moment the king’s carriage entered 
Victoria station the big doors were closed. 
The crowd cheered, although they could see 
nothing. It took the bluejackets only about 
three minutes to transfer the king to the 
special train. There he was placed in the 
royal saloon carriage with double doors, 
which admitted of the easy passage of a 
wheeled chair. A scarlet screen was erected

Carried Safely to Yacht. 

The removal of his majesty from the train 
to the royal yacht at Portsmouth was safe- 
ly accomplished by bluejackets, and the 
king’s couch was placed in a reception room 
which had been specially constructed on the 
upper deck. 

The warships in the harbor fired a royal 
salute as the king embarked, and all the 
vessels dressed ship and manned yards or 
decks. The royal yacht steamed off almost 
immediately after the transfer was com- 
pleted. 


ITALY’S KING REVIEWS PARADE. 


Thousands of Russian Troops, Led by 
the Czar, Are Marched Past 
the Royal Visitor. 


KRASNOE-SELO, Russia, July 15.— 
Thirty-nine thousand troops, commanded by 
the Grand Duke Viadimir, uncle of the czar, 
were paraded today in honor of King Victor 
Emmanuel of Italy. The arrival of the czar 
and the king was greeted by the playing of 
the Italian national anthem by the massed 
bands, the troops applauding thunderously.

SERVICES FOR PAUNCEFOTE. 


Memorial Ceremony at St. James’ Chapel 
Attended by Americans and Brit- 
ish Representatives.

LONDON, July 15.—Memorial services for 
Lord Pauncefote, the late British ambassa- 
dor to the United States, whose body was 
brought home by the American cruiser 
Brooklyn yesterday, were held in the Chapel 
Royal, St. James’ palace, today.

Among those present were Mr. Choate, the

MILLIONS IN WOOL BUSINESS. 


Census Bulletin Shows a ‘Vast Increase 
in Manufacturing in the Last 
Ten Years. 


Washington, D. C., July 15.—The census 
bur au today published a bulletin on the 
wooden manufactures of the country, show- 
ing the condition of that industry for the 
census year 1900. The total capital invested 
was $392,040,358. This sum represents the 
value of land, buildings, machinery, tools, 
and implements, but does not include the 
capital stock of any of the manufacturing 
corporations. 

The value of the products is returned at 
$392,478,050, to produce Which involved an 
outlay of $9,580,203 for salaries of officials, 
clerks, etc.; $82,291,244 for wages; $23,929, - 
797 for miscellaneous expenses, including 
rent, taxes, etc.; and $232,230.086 for ma- 
terials uses; mill supplfes, freight, and fuel. 
The whole number of establishments was 
2,653, with 1,085 woolen mills, including card- 
ing mills; 186 worsted mills, 138 carpet manu- 
factories, 36 felt goods factories, 24 wool hat 
mills, 921 hosiery and knit goods factories, 
171 fur hat factories, 105 shoddy mills, and 
25 wool scouring plants. also 17 educational 
eleemosynary and penal institutions. One

FLAMES SWEEP OIL FIELD: 
WHOLE DISTRICT IN PERIL. 


Lightning Strikes Great Tank and Blaz- 
ing Fluid Destroys All in Its Path— 
All Efforts to Quench Fire Futile. 


Jennings, La., July 16, 2:30 a. m.—[{Special. } 
—Burning oll flowing unchecked through the 
Jennings oll field threatens the safety of all 
the property in this district. The blaze was 
started by lightning striking one of the im- 
mense tanks yesterday afternoon and setting 
it on fire, | 

The flames spread to the derricks of the 
company adjoining, and in a short time they 
as Well as the tanks were destroyed. By the 
time the derricks had fallen the flames had 
eaten away a portion of one of the fleld tanks, 
allowing’ the oil to escape, and the fluid 


| rushed in burning streams in the direction 


of the Coulee. . 

All workmen on the field immediately 
stopped operations and set about throwin» 
up levees to prevent as far as possible the 
spreading of the fire. In a short time, how- 
ever, another tank had broken loose, and the 
wind had driven the flames into the derricks 
of the Southern, Northern, and Crescent 
Oll companies, but they, in some manner, es- 
caped destruction. 

The fire is still raging this morning, and the 
safety of the field depends on the strength 
of Jennings No. 2. The oil is leaking around 
this tank and, together with the gas, is 
burning flercely, sending a blase many feet 
into the air. 

A telephone message from the field at 2 
o'clock says it is impossible to stop the 
flames and that the gate valve will hold 
but a short time longer. If this gives way 
before precautions are taken the entire fleid 
will be destroyed. Workmen are now en- 
gaged in removing the derricks of the remain- 
ing companies and burying the mouths of the 
wells under a heavy coating of mud and 
water. 

A special train bearing experts has been 
asked for and they will be taken to the 
fire to assist in saving the remaining property 
from destruction as soon as they arrive from 
Beaumont.

LAUGHTER A LIQUOR CURE, 
SAYS PROF. W. N. GUTHRIE. 


Comedy, Asserts University of Chicago 
Lecturer, Serves as a Preventive of 
Alcoholism. 


Farce comedy as a cure for alcoholism was 
the recommendation of Prof. William Nor- 
man Guthrie in his lecture yesterday after- 
noon at the University of Chicago. The 
lecturer was speaking on The Contribution 
of Gayety.” 

The great defect in American intellectual 
and moral life is the lack of gayety.“ he 
said. “ We take things too seriously. Some- 
times we indulge in a little gayety, but do so 
on the sly, as if we were ashamed of it. All 
this tends to hypocrisy. 

Comedy-and particularly gay comedy— 
can do a great deal of good. A hearty, care- 
less laugh helps people to forget themselves, 
A good, bright comedy lifts men out of them- 
selves; and they must be lifted out of them- 
selves, somehow or other. They must be 
helped to get away from their worries. And 
if you don’t do it by means of comedy they 
wi.l find a cheaper substitute—alcohol. This 
is the way to fight the alcohol evil. All work 
and no play makes Jack not only a dull boy 
but a bad one. 

“When gayety leaves a community, good- 
ness goes. People talk about the terrors of 
a French mob, but for realiy dreadful power 
give me British or American mobs when once 
you get them mad. Gayety saved the French 
people. After the war with Germany it was 
gayety that enabled them to settle back to 
work and pay their immense debt without be- 
ing crushed by it. Instead of worrying over 
it they set to work with as much life and 
spirit as they could and things went on hap- 
pily and soon they were all right again. 

I tell you this is a good means of re- 
form. When you can’t get rid of an evil it 
is better to have the courage to laugh at it 
than to sit down and weep over it.“ 

In his second lecture on the Monroe doc- 
trine and its applications Prof. Aibert Bush- 
nel: Hart said: 

„It is moral to hate somebody, and for 
your hatred I recommend to you most heart- 
ily James Buchanan. Every good American 
citizen should condemn him as a thief and 
robber for his effort to steal Mexico, Nicara- 
gua, and Cuba.

THOUSANDS GAZE 
ON DEAD PRELATE 


Remains of Archbishop Fee- 
han Taken to Cathedral 
of Holy Name. 


BODY LIES IN STATE. 


Long Procession of Mourning 
Catholics Passes by 
Catafalque. 


The body of Archbishop Patrick A. Feehan 
now lies in state in the transept of the 
Cathedral of the Holy Name, whither it was 
conveyed in solemn procession yesterday 
afternoon. Through the night a silent watch 
beside the bier was kept by a detachment 
of the Seventh regiment, I. N. G., and by 
the representatives of various church organ- 
izationa. 

In the late afternoon and evening thou- 
sands visited the church to view the face ot 
the former head of the archdiocese and te 
offer a prayer for the repose of the soul of 
the departed prelate. Late in the evening 
the stream ot visitors grew thinner, but it 
wow ga completely end until long after mid- 
night. 

The cathedral doors will be open through- 
out today, and it is expected that many thou- 
sands of Catholics from every part of the 
city will form an endless procession passing 
up the broad middle aisle, past the casket, 
and back to the entrances by the side aisles. 
A special guard of honor will also be present 
throughout the day. 

This morning the regular morning masses 
will be said by the priests attached to the 
cathedral, and at intervals during the day 
the rosary and the litany of the saints will 
be said aloud by priests and congregation. 
These prayers will be Informal, and may be 
led by priest or layman. At 8 o'clock this 
evening the solemn office for the dead will 
be sung by the priests of the dlocese, led by 
Bishop Muldoon. Another night of watch- 
ing will follow, and at 10 o'clock tomorrow 
morning will be celebrated a solemn pontifi- 
cal requiem high mass, after which the re- 
mains will be conveyed to their temporary 
resting place in the vault in Calvary ceme- 
tery. 


Thousands View Procession. 


The services attending the removal of the 
remains from the afrchiepiscopal residence 
to the cathedral yesterday were unusual and 
impressive. The passing of the cortége 
through the streets was witnessed by thou- 
sands of persons who lined the walks in 
North avenue, Dearborn avenue, Chicago 
avenue, and North State street. The fu- 
neral car was escorted by nearly 300 black 
robed priests. 

The procession left the archbishop's palace 
at 3 o'clock, but long before that time the 
lawn and adjacent streets were crowded 
with men, women, and children. Many of 
them appeared to have come long distances 
to witness the spectacle, and carried their 
lunches. As carriages drove up and priests 
dismounted and entered the State street en- 
trance to the residence, the Lincoln park and 
city police had difficulty in holding the crowd 
back. 

Crowd Masses Around Residence. 

As the priests and nuns arrived they were 
escorted into the residence, where services 
for the dead were being said in the chapel. 
The hearse, with its crape trimmings, drawn 
by four black horses in funeral trappings, 
had taken a stand near the State street 
entrance to the grounds, and at that point 
the crowd had massed, expecting that the 
casket would be borne out that way. A de 
tail from the Seventh regiment had been 
lined up along the walk on the State street 
side. 

As the hour approached the waiting crowd 
was augmented to thousands. Then came 
the announcement of a change in the ar- 
rangements. The casket was to be carried 
out at the North avenue entrance, and to 
that point the crowd scurried, carrying po- 
licemen and soldiers with them. Finally or- 
der was again restored, and a space cleared 
for the vehicles along the driveways. 


Priests Join in Solemn Chant. 


At 3 o’clock the dors opened, and the cross- 
bearer_and two score of acolytes in purple 
gowns and white surplices marched out. 
Then came the long double line of priests in 
frock coats, silk hats, and with knots of 
black and purple on their arms, Nearly 200 
priests had passed out, under the direction of 
Father E. A. Kelly, when there was a pause, 
Faintly from the interior of the house came 
the solemn chant of priests singing the office 
for the dead. The soldiers on the steps came 
to “ present arms as the chanters emerged, 

A moment later a dozen priests, bearing 
the casket in which lay the remains of their 
former superior, passed down the steps and 
to the waiting hearse. Bishop Muldoon, with 
Father N. J. Mooney, master of ceremonies, 
followed, and then commenced again the 
egress of the double file of priests. Later 
carriages Grove up and received the bishop, 
master of ceremonies, singers, nuns, and 
members of the late archbishop’s family. 
Then the doors of the great house closed, 
and a few moments later the mansion and 
the grounds, which for hours had swarmed 
with life, were deserted. 


Procession Moves to Cathedral. 


The procession moved west in North ave- 
nue to Dearborn, south in Dearborn to Chi- 
cago, east in Chicago avenue to North State 
street, and south to the entrance of the 
cathedral, in the following order: 

Platoon of police from East Chicago avenue 
station. 
Cross bearer and acolytes. 
Priests marching in platoons. 
Funeral car, escorted by military and pallbearers. 
Bishop Muldoon and Father Mooney in carriage. 
Carriages containing 2 nuns, and rela- 
tives. 

In one of the carriages was the late prel- 
ate’s sister, Mother Catherine of St. Pat- 
rick’s school, and his two nieces, algo nuns. 
In another was Mrs. Feehan, widow of the 
prelate’s brother, Dr. Feehan of St. Louis, 


and family. 
“ Gasket Borne Into Cathedral. 


At the cathedral another large crowd had 
collected. Every pew was filled, except the 
seats along the middle aisle, which had been 
reserved. The side aisles were thronged with 
persons standing. The cathedral bells con- 
tinued tolling as the line of priests entered 
and marching to the chancel rail formed 
lines on either side of the aisle. As the 
casket was carried through the entry to the 
nave the choristers resumed the singing of 
the office for the dead, in which the priests 
joined. 

Slowly the casket was borne up through 
the nave to the transept, and placed on the 
catafalque. Then, with the burning of in- 
cense, and to the accompaniment of the 
organ, and in the presence of 2,500 spectators, 
the veeper service was sung. 

At the close of the vesper service the cover 
was removed from the casket and the priests 
and nuns passed up the aisle to view the re- 
mains. After they had passed out the con- 
gregation followed and commenced the pro- 
cession which continued way into the night. 


Cardinal Gibbons Coming. 


Cardinal Gibbons of Baltimore is expected 
to arrive in Chicago this evening on a spe- 
cial train, and the following bishops are ex- 
pected to be present at the funeral mass:

STORM WRECKS 3 TOWNS. 


NORTH DAKOTA AND MINNESOTA 
SUFFER HEAVILY. 


Emerado and Thompson, in Dakota, 
and Borup, Across State Line, Badly 
Damaged by Wind Which Sweeps 
Down from the Northwest — All 
Places Struck Are Small and Some 
Loss of Life Is Feared—Thousands of 
Acres of Grain Ruined. 


St. Paul, Minn., July 16, 2:30 a. m.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The towns of Emerado and Thomp- 
son in Grand Fork county, N. D., and Borup 
in Norman county, this state, were swept 
by a cyclone storm last night about 8 o’clock 
and all suffered much damage. Some reports 
say the three towns were wiped out. 

It is feared that many persons have been 
killed, but no deaths are so far reported. 

The first intimation of the seriousness of 
the storm came at 8 o’clock, when the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific telegraph 
lines in the storm district were suddenly 
stopped. 

few moments later communication west 
of Fargo on the Great Northern and west 
of Ulen on the Northern Pacific was abso- 
lutely cut off. Telephone lines suffered the 
same damage, and from the St. Paul head- 
quarters at midnight it was impossible to 
reach farther than Fargo. 


Borup Flattened Out. 
The little town of Borup on the St. Vincent 


line of the Great Northern is an absolute 


wreck. The final report last night was that 
the entire town was wiped out and hardly a 
structure of any sort left standing. 

This came from a Great Northern tele- 
graph operator, who, after his station office 
had been laid flat, saved his key from the 
ruins and tapped the wires at the nearest 
availabie point. He also reported the razing 
of a hamlet some miles distant with gestruc- 
tion of a large amount of property. 

The report from Borup came in soon after 
the storm struck and contained no informa- 
tion as to the casualties. 


Emerado and Thompson Suffer. 


With the report from the St. Vincent branch 
came reports that the towns of Emerado, 
about seven miles from Grand Forks, witha 
population of 290, and Thompson, between 
Grand Forks and Larimore, had been de- 
stroyed. 

At Thompson the Great Northern station 
lies a confused mass of wreckage, directly 
across the main line. Stores and residences 
are in ruins and the main portion of the town 
is wiped out. The population is about 200. 

Only fragments of information come from 
Emerado, but these indicate the destruction 
of that town. 


Sweeps Down from the North. 


The reports indicate that the cyclone de- 
veloped southwest of the Lake of the Woods 
country and took a course down across the 
northern part of the state, traveling towards 
the southeast. 

The Northern Pacific at midnight was un- 
able to gain the slightest information over 
its wires from the storm district. 

At Winnipeg Junction a stock train was 
blown completely from the track, but 
whether or not the crew escaped could not 
be learned. Linemen and relief trains have 
been started for the district, but it will prob- 
ably be some hours before details can be 
received. 

A report from Grand Forks tells of two 
storms, both of which were violent, and the 
outer edges of both of which passed over the 
city. The first passed just north of Grand 
orks at 5:30 p. m., and the second a little 
south at 8 o’clock. A heavy fall of small 
hailstones came with the first and in the sec- 
ond the ground was covered with stones 
measuring two inches in diameter. The 
depots at Emerado, Thompson, and McDon- 
alds were blown away. 

In Meckinock, Gilby, Inkster, Conway, 
and other towns north and west great dam- 
age was done.

D. C. Nichols, C. W. Cowles, executor of the 
estate of John Fieming, deceased, and 
others, to recover $150,000 on contract of sale 
for mining property in Amador county.

STREETER JORY STILL OUT 


COURT HOLDS TILL 12:30 A. M. 
WAITING FOR VERDICT, 


Then Judge Kavanagh Decides to Go 
Home, Despite the Wish of Attorney 
Pierce That He Remain Up All Night 
—At the Behest of the Defense the 
Twelve Men Will Be Kept Under 
Lock and Key—Graciously Allows 
Some Breakfast. 


If a jury in Judge Kavanagh’s court at 10 
o'clock this morning finds Capt.“ George 
Wellington Streeter guilty of murder, the 
discoverer of the District of Lake Michi- 
gan will have one small grain of satisfac- 
tion. If the verdict is not guilty, Streeter 
may be bothered by his conscience. 

The jury retired at 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning and at 12:30 o’clock this (Wednes- 
day) morning had not been able to agree. At 
that hour Judge Kavanagh asked the attor- 
neys for the defense and the prosecution to 
state their wishes in the matter. 

‘I suggest that the court remain within 
reach in event a verdict is arrived at,” said 
J. W. D. Pierce, representing Streeter. 

A sealed verdict will be satisfactory to 
the prosecution," asserted Assistant State’s 
Attorney Lee. 

‘ But I object to a sealed verdict. Iask——” 
Attorney Pierce started to say. 


Court Draws a Line. 

“ The court doesn’t care to sit up all night.“ 
broke in Judge Kavanagh. “ It has business 
to transact today. If you gentlemen will not 
consent to a sealed verdict I must order that 
the jury be kept in confinement till 10 o'clock 
this morning.“ 

Streeters attorney was obdurate and it 
was ordered that the jury be kept under lock 
and key till the stipulated hour, even if an 
agreement be reached five minutes after 
the court left the room. 

As a parting shaft at Attorney Pierce 
Judge Kavanagh asked if the jurymen 
might be allowed some breakfast. Mr. 
Pierce hesitated.

At this time Streeter was fast asleep on a 
long bench in the courtroom. When court ad- 
journed a bailiff poked the captain in the 
ribs and the ancient mariner jumped to a sit- 
ting posture. 

“Well, they ain't hanged me yet, have 
they?“ he asked with a sleepy smile. 

Assistant State's Attorney Lee could not 
understand the delay in the jury room. He 
intimated that the jury might have been 
tampered with. 2 

Instructions. to the Jury. 

Judge Kavanagh’s instructions in the case 
were exhaustive. The court told the jury 
that Force’s written statement, submitted 
in evidence, was incompetent as affecting 
any of the defendants except Force himself. 
Force’s statement was made to Capt. Revere 
after his arrest. It was most damaging, as 
it was the most direct evidence against 
Streeter and the others. 

In this statement Force said he had seen 
McManners and Hoeldtke slip along the 
fence which borders alton place and fire 
into Cooper’sshanty.

Protests of Long Standing. 

Secretary Charles R. Adams of the Archi- 
tects’ association told how as far back as 
1899 protests had been made against the in- 
efficiency of the building department. Henry 
Lord Gay, chairman of the public action com- 
mittee of the association, then was examined. 
He asserted that 168 architects were mem- 
bers and that the public action committee was 
appointed in 1900. 

„ We held it to be necessary to gain facts 
of the ‘skin’ buildings being erected, said 
he. We believed that if we allowed the 
work to go on we would be, through our zi- 
lence, in part responsible. We felt that 
such buildings, erected by speculators, were 
injurious to the public good.“ 

Letters, containing details of specific vio- 
lations, sent to the building department as 
far back as March 27, 1901, were produced. 
We sent letters twice at that time,“ said 
Mr. Gay, but received no answer. A com- 
mittee could never find the building commis- 
sioner in his office. We appealed to the 
mayor, and he said he would inquire and 
give us a reply ina week. The time passed 
and we wrote him asa reminder. We never 
received an answer.”’ 


Alleged Violations Recited. 


Among the cases of alleged violations then 
taken up were the following, all having been 
reported at the time when the buildings 
were in course of construction:

IN INDIANAPOLIS. 


Delegates Arrive and Majority 
Seem Opposed to General 
Coal Strike. 


WANT TO AID WITH MONEY 


Many Workers Declare Against 
the Breaking of Con- 
tracts. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 15.— [Special. }—Del- 
egates are pouring into town for the con- 
vention of the United mine workers, and, 
judging from their expressions the majority 
oppose a general strike in sympathy with the 
anthracite strikers and favor a heavy assess- 
ment to support their Pennsylvania brethren. 

President Mitchell is not expected before 
tomorrow morning. From the talk of dele- 
5 — already arrived it is evident President 

itchell will dominate the convention. 


Anthracite Men Oppose Strike. 

Even among the anthracite miners who 
have arrived here there is a strong sentiment 
against a strike of the bituminous miners. 
They claim they have one desire above all 
others, which is to obtain from the anthracite 
operators an agreement, and that a strike 
of the soft coal miners would not aid them 
in securing this. 

What sort of a place would we be in?” said 
an anthracite delegate this afternoon, “ if 
we get the soft coal men to violate a contract 
they have already made? What would the 
operators say to us after that? They would 
simply tell ys that, inasmuch as we induced 
others to break their contracts, we were men 
who would not be likely to keep contracts of 
our own. 

“Tt is true that there are many delegates 
among the anthracite miners who are anx- 
ious for a general strike, but the anthracite 
men are not a unit on that point by any 
means. The delegates from the anthracite 
regions will not be so keen for a strike as 
people seem to think they will.” 


Illinois Power in Convention. 


It is said the miners from Illinois will have 
a potent voice in determining the action of 


the convention. Messages have been pub- | 


lished that the men from that state were 
opposed to a strike with the exception of one 
delegate. who will vote for a walkout of the 
soft coal men. 

Leon Greenbaum, a member of the socialist 
party. its here and the report is current that 
the socialists have sent him for the purpose 
of inducing the men to strike. He says he 
is not here for any such purpose and that he 
has come for the purpose of aiding the men 
by any means in the power of the socialist 
party. financial or otherwise. 


Anthracite Delegates Start. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 15.—[Special. }—The 
Ninth district united mineworkers’ delega- 
tion, headed by President Fahy, and the 
Seventh district delegates, accompanied by 
President Duffy, left this afternoon for In- 
dianapolis to attend the convention. The 
First district delegates left tonight. Ten 
per cent of the delegates are instructed to 
ballot for a general strike, while the remain- 
der are pledged to vote according to the ad- 
vice of President Mitchell and the presidents 
of the hard coal districts. Miles Dougherty, 
member of the national executive board, 
says he is for a national strike. The First 
district delegates are instructed to vote for 
the financial relief plan. 

It was reported here tonight that some of 
the operators will try to resume work during 
the national convention in the hope of the 
men going back to work when the restraining 
influence of the officers is removed. 


Kentucky Is Against Strike. 

Louisville, Ky., July 15.—J. D. Wood, pres- 
ident of the united mineworkers of Ken- 
tucky and a member of the executive board 
of the national organization, passed through 
this city on his way to Indianapolis. Mr. 
Wood stated he, together with the entire 
Kentucky delegation, was unalterably op- 
posed to a general strike being enforced, as 
it would necessitate a breaking of contracts 
between the miners and their employers and 
would do the national organization irrepara- 
ble damage. 


Springfield District Opposes. 

Springfield, III., July 15.—[Special.)—Dele- 
gates from the Springfield subdistrict to the 
convention were selected today, a subdis- 
trict convention to be held here. The delega- 
tion from this subdistrict will go to Indtan- 
apolis, with instructions to vote solidly 
against the proposition for a strike. This 
subdistrict will have a total of forty votes.

James A. Patten, the successful 
runner of the deal in May oats, was the 
starter of the corner in July corn. His op- 
erations, however, were in the July of 1901.

The 
price then was well up in the 60s, which 
looked high to the country people. They 
reasoned that abundant pasturage should 
bring about declines, and they therefore be- 
gan selling the distant futures. 


Gates Enters the Market. 


The Schwartz-Dupee house, the 3 
predecessors of Harris, Gates & Co., always 
appeared to have buying orders. These, it 
was learned later, came from John W. Gates. 

The trade guessed somebody was associat- 
ed with him, and, as indicated above, has 
been guessing ever since, but the accumula- 
tion went on as long as the house of 
Schwartz-Dupee was in existence, and with 
the retirement of this house and the transfer 
of its business to Harris, Gates & Co. it con- 
tinued unabated until a long line was 
built. up variously estimated at 10,000,000 
to 26,000,000 bushels. 

The July corn price during the first five 
months of the year failed to give any intima- 
tion of the fancy quotations destined to be 
recorded later. These prices at the begin-

GATES SMILES AND IS SILENT. 


Manipulator of July Corn Reaches New 
York, but Will Not Discuss : 
the Deal. 


New York, July 15.—[Special.]—John W. 
Gates, whose corn deal is “off,” arrived 
from Chicago today and at once secluded 
himself in his private office, where he held 
many conferences and received innumerable 
messages. Later he appeared in the outer 
office, smiling, and apparently satisfied with 
himself and the world generally. To the 
customers he spoke cheerily, but had little to 
say of the corn deal. When asked for an ex- 
pression. of opinion he smiled and waved his 
hand in the direction of his partners. 

“There are the members of the firm,” he 
said. See them; I have nothing to say.“ 

Charles Gates, a typical son of his father, 
was little more communicative. 

I won't say that there has been a settle- 
ment, and I won't say that there has not,” 
he asserted. “All information there is to 
give out—if there is any at all—will come 
from the Chicago end, where all the business 
is being done. |

John M. Whitehead, who was his opponent 
in the prmaries, insists on having his name 
presented to the convention, however, and 
if he can hold all of his adherents together 
will get the 26744 votes which represents the 
strength of the anti-La Follette faction. 


Interest in Senatorial Fight. 


Overshadowing the makeup of the state 
ticket here today, however, is the question 
what action will the convention take re- 
garding the re#lection of John M. Spooner 
as United States senator. That a resolu- 
tion indorsing Senator Spooner’s course in 
congress and asking him to withdraw his 
letter of two years ago, refusing to again 
become a candidate ag well as demanding 
his reélection by the next legislature, will 
be reported out of the committee on resolu- 
tions, seems certain. 
ple will have full control of the committee 
and have agreed to this. 

The trouble, however, there is apt to be a 
tail to this resolution, which will demand 
that Senator Spooner formally accept the 
rest of the platform so far as it relates to 
state issues. This would cause a row. The 
anti-La Follette people say that if this con- 
dition is attached to the Spooner resolution 
it will make it impossible for the senator to 
accept a reélection, and it will be put in for 
that purpose. To meet this they declafe that 
if the resolution is not one which they con- 
sider satisfactory, they will offer a sub- 
stitute on the floor of the convention, and 
on it demand a roll call. 


May Cause Spooner to Retire. 


Out of this grows the chance that the ac- 
tion of the convention may result in retiring 
Senator Spooner from the United States sen- 
ate. If the stalwarts who profess to be the 
senator’s special friends and the guardians 
of his interests put in a substitute and it is 
defeated it would be taken by the anti- 
Spooner people as a repudiation of the sena- 
tor himself, no matter if the resolution as 
framed by. the committee on resolutions is 
afterward adopted. The cry will go out that 
the convention has held him to his letter of 
two years ago declaring his unalterable de- 
termination never again to become a can- 
didate. 

It is doubtful if Senator Spooner, in the 
face of such a vote, would give the required 
pledge to stand by the platform, especially 
as that platform is apt to contain some caus- 
tic references to the republicans who refused 
to accept the one of two years ago, among 
whom are numbered the men who now claim 
to be Senator Spooner’s closest friends po- 
litically. 


Stephenson May Be Candidate. 


With Spooner out of the way Isaac Stephen- 
son of Marinette would become a strong can- 
didate for the senatorship before the next 
legislature. 


No Pledge for Roosevelt. 

There will be a resolution indorsing Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and his adminigtration, but it 
will be formal, and the understanding is the 
Wisconsin delegates to the next national 
convention will be in no way pledged to his 
renomination.

The first authentic news came in a report 
that Tracy was seen yesterday noon by a 
hack driver on Natchez pass trail, leading 
over the Cascade mountains to the Yakima 
valley. 

Convict Doubles on Tracks. 

Tracy either found himself hard pressed 
or decided to befuddle his pursuers. He 
doubled on his tracks and was seen on a 
r near the Muckleshoot reservation by 
an Indian boy. He was also seen by Henry 
O'Neill, a rancher, at the same time. 

His old ruse worked successfully. While 
Tracy was stealing by old roads and traiis 
back toward Seattle the bloodhound brigade 
was on a stampede to Palmer Junction. 

The outlaw had an open field before him. 
The few guards who were left in the vicinity 
of Auburn could not cover all the intricate 
approaches. If Tracy's strength had lasted 
he could have walked to Seattle without op- 
position. The territory he covered was phe- 
nomenal, and when he reached the ridge of 
Muckleshoot he undoubtedly was too fa- 
tigued to continue further. 


Posse in Hot Pursuit. 

Early this morning, evidently refreshed by 
sleep, Tracy appeared on the Gold Hill trail, 
near Buckley, headed for the mountains. He 
stopped at the house of a logger named 
Clark and ate breakfast with him. The log- 
ger did not know Tracy, but from his actions 
he guessed something was wrong and an 
hour after the convict departed Clark told a 
neighbor of his visitor. The news was sent 
to the nearest posse’ and the sheriff's men 
are now in pursuit. Tracy, evidently took 
the Gold Hill route in order to secure rest in 
the dense woods, as he appeared tired out. 


POWER HOUSE IN WEST END 
PARTLY DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


Chicago Companies Called On to Help 
Extinguish a Big Blaze in Cicero 
Traction Plant. 


The Ridgeland power house of the Consol- 
idated Traction company, at Ridgeland ave- 
nue and Lake street, was partly destroyed 
by fire early this morning, at a loss estimat- 
ed at $125,000. Three fire companies were 
summoned from Chicago to assist the Oak 
Park and suburban firemen in their efforts 
to save the machinery in the plant. One 
section of the building was saved after a 
hard fight. During the fire the suburban 
surface connection of the Lake Street ele- 
vated railroad was without power, and traffic 
was stopped. 

It is supposed the fire started from spon- 
taneous combustion. The building was 200x 
150 feet in size and was divided into two 
sections. In one section was the machinery 
and in the other were forty cars, a supply of 
coal, repair outfits, and sleeping rooms. 

The flames, after securing a foothold in 
the coal, spread to the walls of the building 
and to the street cars. The firemen devoted 
their attention successfully to saving the 
section of the building in which the ma- 
chinery was sheltered. The loss is divided 
as follows: On the building $25,000 and on 
the contents $100,000, including the sixty cars 
and the summer supply of coal, amounting to 
1,000 tons. 

Fifteen rooms in the Pulsifer apartment 
building, 2235 Cottage Grove avenue, were 
damaged by fire yesterday afternoon. Oc- 
cupants of five apartments were driven from 
their homes. Two or three shops below 
were also damaged. The total loss is esti- 
mated at $5,000. Those who sustained loss

FIGHTS DOG 90 SAVE GIRL

CONGRESSMAN F. C. WACHTER IS 
BADLY BITTEN IN STRUGGLE. 


Pulls Infuriated St. Bernard from the 
Prostrate Form of His Little Daugh- 


and Badly Bitten—Manages to Free 
Himself After a Battle and Escape 
to the House—His Wounds Are Cau- 
terized. 


Baltimore, Md., July 15.—[Special.}—Con- 
greseman Frank C. Wachter of the Third 
Maryland district was badly bitten about 
the hands and arms late last night while 
trying to save his daughter Hattie, aged 
13 years, from the savage attack of a big St. 
Bernard dog at their home in this city. The 
wounds of both himself and daughter were 
cauterized and the body of the dog is under- 
going m ical examinations by Dr. N. 
G. Keirle, chief of the Pasteur institute, 
Should any traces of rabies be discovered 
Mr. Wachter and his daughter will both un- 
dergo treatment at the hespital. The dog 
was a magnificent specimen of the St. Ber- 
nard species and had been owned since it 
was a pup by Mr. Wachter. The animal was 
fond of the little girl, and it is believed that 
jealousy caused it to attack her when she 
fondled another dog in its presence last 
night. 

Dog Makes Sudden Attack. 

Suddenly the St. Bernard leaped upon her 
and fastened his teeth in her arm. i 
‘throwing her to the ground, the animal stood 
over her snarling. Her screams brought 
her father. He seized the animal by the 
collar and tried to drag him away from her. 
The dog turned upon Mr. Wachter, and a 
desperate struggle followed. * 

Mr. Wachter is a strong man, but only 
with the greatest difficulty did he succeed 
in pulling the dog away from his daugh- 
ter’s prostrate form. The girl then ran into 
the house, while Mr. Wachter was com- 
pelled to defend himself from the attacks of 
the infuriated animal. For a minute or two 
the dog held him down, tearing at his hands 
and arms. Then he forced the beast from 
him. and dashed into the house, shutting 
out the animal. 

Policeman Kills the Animal. 

A policeman, at the request of Mr. Wach 
ter, shot the dog. Mrs. Wachter saw from a 
window her husband's struggle, and the sight 
so unnerved her that when Mr. Wachter en- 
tered the house he found that not only he 
and his daughter required the attention of a 
physician, but his wife as well. 

Both Mr. Wachter's hands and arms were 
in bandages today. His daughter’s wounds 
are not serious. Mr. Wachter has no fear of 
rabies.

Lac. This report of the minister to the 
president of the Cuban republic does not 
contain any recommendations, it is believed, 
looking toward the declaration on the part 
of the Cubans that Gen. Brageg’s statement 
is distasteful. 

On the contrary, it is generally understood 
to be the opinion of Minister Quesada, who 
has long redided in this country, and who, 
like President Palma, is a firm friend and 
admirer of the United States, that the Bragg 
incident, as it is now called, should not be 
permitted to disturb the friendly relations 
between the two countries. The expression, 
however it may have been worded. was un- 
floubtedly contained only in a family letter, 
and it is believed the Cuban officials have 
taken the ground that Gen. Bragg ought not 
to be made to suffer for the indiscretion of 
a member of his family. 

The facts in the case have been submitted 
to President Palma merely as a matter of 
information. It is belleved at the state de- 
partment, however, on what is probably 
pretty good authority, that the Cuban gov- 
ernment will probably overlook the matter 
entirely uniess the masses and the incendiary 
papers in Havare should take up the matter 
and make an issue of it, in which case it is 
likely that Gen. Bragg's usefulness would 
be destroyed and his retirement become nec- 
essary.

The blockade of the Orinoco was estab- 
lished by President Castro for the purpose 
of preventing aid reaching the insurgent 
forces, who were in possession of towns 
along its banks. These insurgents had been 
able, as a result of the capture of towns, to 
import munitions and men from Trinidad. 
To cut off this source of supply several Vene- 


guelan naval vessels were directed to cruise 


in the Orinoco, and this was followed up by 
the proclamation of a blockade. 

The first reports received here announced 
that the blockade was effective, In which 
event it was incumbent upon this and other 
governments to respect it. Later reports, 
however, indicate that the blockade ie a 
„ paper blockade, and that it is not ef- 
fective. Should the investigation which is

The samples were so placed as to reproduce 
the conditions of actual service, such as the 
element of dust in its effect on the obscurity 
of vision and the influence of scenic back- 
ground. It was found, after the closest ob- 
servation, that the samples which presented 
the least discernibility was a khaki cloth, 
the shade of which might be technically de- 
scribed as olive mix or olive drab. | 

It was found that gray, which was com- 
monly regarded as less ofa target than most 
colors, was really quite striking, and that 
at a distance of 1,100 yards the gray worn at 
West Point turned into a darker shade than 
the dark blue of the present army uniform. 

The color which the board fixed upon as 
least discernible is less visible than the Eng- 
lish army cloth, which is described as 
a “gray mix.” The question of invisibility 
er partial invisibility in the matter of army 
clothing is an important one, as may be 
easily imagined, and it became a vital ques- 
tion with the board which of the variety of 
colors should be adopted.

ROCK ISLAND PLANNING FOR 


| 2 EXTENSIONS. 


Many Indications Paint to Expansion of 
System on Huge Scale—Scheme Said 
to, Inelude Acquisition of Mallory 
Steamship Line — Illinois Central 
and Southern Pacific Making Ar- 
rangements for Exchange of 
Through Freight at Avondale. 


While the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
railroad is not yet ready to disclose its plans 
for extensions and improvements, there are 
many indications that the system is to be 
expanded on a large scale. All the plane have 
been completed to extend the road from El 
Paso to Los Angeles, should the controlling 
powers of the company deem the step ad- 
visable. 

The general scope of the Rock Island's 
plans for new construction in Texas and 
Louisiana already have been given. Sur- 
veys have been completed for an outlet for 
the system to Galveston and contracts fora 
considerable part of the work have been 
let. In connection with this extension it is 
reported that the road is seeking control 
of the Mallory steamship line, or at least 
a close traffic agreement with that company. 

Such a combination would give the Rock 
Island. practically the same connection with 
New York and other Atlantic coast points 
as is now enjoyed by the Southern Pacific, 
through its control of the Morgan steamship 


President Leeds, when asked in New York 
yesterday if the reported effort of his com- 
pany to secure control of the Mallory steam- 
ship Hne was true, said: “I prefer not to 
answer these questions at the present time. 
Neither would he affirm or deny the report 
of the probable extension of his road to Los 
Angeles and other California points. 


Preparing to Exchange Freight. 
Arrangements between the Hlinois Central 
and Southern Pacific roads for the exchange 
of through freight at Avondale will be com- 
pleted by Sept. 1. The Illinois Central has 
begun work to get its Harahan yards in 


business. 

The two new tugs of the Southern Pacific 
and the enormous transfer barge recently 
completed will make the transfer of freight 
by the new method much cheaper and will 
facilitate prompt service. The transfer at 


_ Avondale will save more than ten miles and 


a lot of switching. About Sept. 1 all the 
freight transfers between the two roads 
will be made at Avondale and no more freight 
will be sent through New Orleans, 


Terminal Transfer Rumors Revived. 


The rumors of a probable change in the 
ownership of the Chicago Terminal Transfer 
company have been revived. No one seems 
able to tell at the present time just where 
the control of the property lies. The Penn 
Sylvania is credited with a desire to contr! 
the company in order to secure terminals for 
the Baltimore and Ohio, 

The Vanderbilts also are said to be anxious 
for the property for the Big Four and Nickel 
Plate. While the company is now able to 
earn interest on its bonds, it is facing the 
problem of how to raise money for the eleva- 


tion of its tracks. Such improvements have 


been made necessary by the passage cf an 
ordinance by the Chicago council recently. 

Announcement has been made by the Chi- 
cago Great Western that it will grant a rate 
of $2 from Chicago to Dubuque and return 
July 19 for a party of 300 or more. 

The Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern 
established a new record on its ine for fas 
running, making the run from Washington, 
Ind., to Cone, III., 165 miles in 164 minutes 
and making two stops aggregating sixteen 
minutes, the actual running time being 146 
minutes.

MAJ. GEN. LOYD WHEATON. 

Maj. Gen. Wheaton of Illinois has been 
placed on the retired list after forty-one 
years of active, and often distinguished, 
service. From the time that he volunteered 
in defense of the union his record as a soldier 
has been exemplary. He was among the 
first to reach the Philippines, and served 
longer in the archipelago than any general 
officer in the United States army. His con- 
duct of the military operations under his 
command was, on the whole, superior to that 
of any of the other generals who were given 
the rank of major general for service in the 
archipelago until lately, and the pacification 
of the provinces under his command was be- 
yond question more thorough than of any 
other part of the islands. A white man 
might travel without escort through north- 
ern Luzon six months before a similar con- 
dition was reached in the department of 
southern Luzon or the Visayas. 

When Gen. Wade was relieved of the com- 
mand of the department of southern Luzon 
there began under Gen. Wheaton a cam- 
paign which reached its successful conclu- 
sion in the surrender of Malvar to Gen. 
Bell, and the country, which had been 


vexed with guerrillas for three years, was | 


restored to the civil government free from 
disorder. The devotion of his men to “ the 
old man,” as they called him, was absolute, 
although he had the reputation of demand- 
ing greater efforts on the part of his troops 
than almost any other commander in the 
corps. Gen. Wheaton was as well known 
for his courtesy as his severity. He leaves 
the army at the age of 64, a splendid exam- 
ple of an American army officer, to be wel- 
comed as a citizen by the metropolis of his 
ative state. 


ANARCHY IN VENEZUELA. 

Minister Bowen telegraphs from Cara- 
cas that the Venezuelan situation is so 
serious that he thinks the presence of an- 
other American wdtship is needed. The 
revolutionists are pressing President Castro 
hard. He has had to take the field in per- 
son. A few days may see him an exile, or 
he may win a victory which will delay for a 

his involuntary departure from the 
courte. Sooner or later his persistent 
enemies will overthrow him. 

The condition of Venezuela after a year’s 
fighting is deplorable. In the regions 
where war has chiefly raged the misery is 
indescribable. . Commerce is at an end. 
Every industry is paralyzed. The country 
is being ruined while rival military chiefs 
are fighting over the dictatorship. 

Across the eastern border of Venezuela 
in British Guiana peace prevails. The gold 
miner, the planter, and the trader work 
without molestation. They are not called 
They are not 
forced to contribute money or supplies to 
pay and feed some ragged soldiers. British 
Guiana has not the diversified natural re- 
sources of Venezuela, but it has what is bet- 
ter for the inhabitants—a decent govern- 
ment. 

The United States was loyal to a sound 


| political principle when it intervened in the 


Venezuela-Guiana boundary dispute, and 
insisted that the encroachments of a Euro- 
pean power on the territories.of an Amer- 
jean state must cease. Ifa principle were 
not involved the extension of British rule 
in that quarter would not be regrettable. 
There would be more peace and prosperity 
in that part of South America.

WARM WEATHER CAMPAIGNING. 
Some of the republican congressional 


candidates in this county have already be- : 


gun their campaigns. Others will do so 
soon. It is not customary to begin work 
of this kind in the middle of July. Thereis 
a general impression that the voters cannot, 
be induced to take an interest in political 
affairs at so early a date—that the vaca- 
tion season and the hottest weather should 
be allowed to come to an end before the 
bugles are blown and the drums are beaten. 

This holds good in the country, perhaps, 
where there is enough farm work to keep 
almost everybody reasonably busy. In the 
city it is different. While people do not 
take kindly to the idea of sweltering at mass- 
meetings they can be persuaded to attend 
“lawn parties.” They are easily acces- 
sible at their stores or homes. The candi- 
date can hold massmeetings with them on 
their doorsteps in the cool of the evening. 
The older and more experienced campaign- 
ers are aware of this. Hence it is that the 
old stagers who hope to go to the house 
from Chicago districts next fall do not in- 
tend to throw away a singlé point in the 
game, or run the risk of losing a solitary 
vote. 

They are wise. The contest for the con- 
trol of the next house of representatives may 
be a close one, so close that the loss by the 
republican party of a district or two in this 
county, which diligent work would have 
enabled the republicans to carry, may turn 
the house over tothe democrats. Further- 
more, thoughtful republicans know it is 
unsafe to assume that a victory can be won 
in Cook county in November without work- 
ing hard for it. They are not lulled into 
false security by the heavy majorities cast 
for republican candidates at the last two 
national elections. They understand that 
the causes which led to such majorities 
cannot be operative forever. They look 
forward to a contest with a reunited democ- 
racy. That is a different matter from an 
encounter with a disorganized democracy. 
Besides this, shrewd men appreciate the 
fact that Chicago voters often defy the cal- 
culations of the politicians and treat them to 
unpleasant surprises. . 

The work done by the congressional candi- 
dates in July and August will not be 
wasted. They can do much effective cam- 
paigning between now and the beginning of 
September. If each one of them cultivates 
closely his little garden during the hot 
weather he will reap a much larger crop 
when harvest time comes. 


THE RESIDENTS ON THE ISTHMUS. 

The president of the Colombian republic 
sent a commission to find out what the 
residents on the isthmus of Panama think 
of the proposed construction of the Panama 
eanal by the United States. The informa- 
tion brought back to the president was that 
the residents are of the opinion that the 
Colombian government should hasten 
negotiations as much as possible, so that 
the United States may begin work on the 
canal without delay. ) 

No doubt this is the feeling of all men on 
the isthmus who have property or a regular 
and respectable business. To them the 
taking over of the canal by the United 
States will be an unadulterated blessiug. 
It will mean the disbursement of tens of 
millions of dollars. Some of the golden 
shower will fall on them. It will mean 
also a reign of peace. There will be no more 
revolutionary bands infesting the isthmus 
and levying contributions on merchants and 
planters. 

There are professional revolutionists on 
the isthmus whose industry will be inter- 
fered with if the United States builds and 
operates an isthmian canal. For this rea- 
son they would like to see the negotiations 
between Colombia and the United States 
fall through. The advent of the American 
canal digger and the American policeman 
will be no more welcome to the men whose 
trade it is to get up revolutions than the 
advent of a sheriff and his posse is toa band 
of horse thieves who have long carried 
on their business without molestation. 

If the United States does take hold of 
the Panama canal it will tolerate none of 
that rioting which they call war in South 
America. It will keep the peace so effec- 
tually and will add so much to the wealth 
of the district traversed by the. canal that 
all Colombians who sigh for tranquillity and 
a stable government will regret that they 
cannot enjoy the blessings of American 
peace. | 


THE BUILDING DEPARTMENT'S DUTY. 

The New York tenement house depart- 
ment has a double duty to perform. It is 
charged with the enforcement of building 
regulations in the case of tenements which 
are now about to be constructed. It is 
charged also with securing necessary altera- 
tions in tenements which are already in ex- 
istence. In neither part of its duty does 
the commission seem to be lax. It has re- 
ceived about 200 plans for new tenements. 
It has received about 400 plans for the im- 
provement of old tenements. This is in 
particular the point that needs to be noticed.. 
The old tenements will not be allowed to 
stand as they are. There will be a determined 
effort to bring them up to what they ought 
to be. Builders and owners who wrote let- 
ters to the daily papers and sent petitions 
to Albany are now quietly complying with 
the inevitable and are arriving at agree- 
ments with a commission which is open to 
no argument except obedience to the law. 

It is a matter for general rejoicing that 
such a state of things can be reported. Mr. 
De Forest said at the last session of the 
American Academy of Political and Social 
Science that in New York, out of 3,487,202 
inhabitants, 2,273,079 lived in . tenement 
houses. By tenement house he understood 
“any communal dwelling, inhabited by 
three or more families, li¥ing independently, 
who do their cooking on the premises.” Of 
such communal dwellings New York has 
82,682. The importance of the subject be- 
comes evident. In and about these 82,652 
dwellings, accommodating 2,273,079 per- 
sons, there are conditions which private 
control has failed to correct. Now comes 
the state, intrenching on personal liberty, as 
Mr. Lecky would perhaps say, and raising 
tenant and owner to a plane which previous 
ly was possible to neither. 

In New York apartment houses built in 
accordance with the old law are ordered re- 
modeled so they may comply with modern 
ideas embodied in the new law. Recent 
investigations show that in Chicago there 
are many tenement or apartment buildings 


in the construction of which the regulations 


in force when they were put up were violat- 
ed. Where the ordinances called for fire- 
proof walls such walls were not erected. 
Other violations of the ordinances equally 
fraught with danger to inmates have been 
discovered. 

Will the Chicago building depsrtment 
have the-courage—it assuredly has the au- 
thority—to order the remodeling of build- 


ings erected in defiance of the ordinances | 


taking advantage of the inherent, inalien- 


by reason of the greed of builders, aided 
by the coRusion of inspectors? Will it 
force owners to put in fireproof walls where 
they should have put in such wall), and 
to conform to the ordinances in other es- 
sential respects? 


This is not a question of politics. It is 


a question of obedience to law and of the 


preservation of human life. The remodel- | 


ing of every building discovered to have. 
been put up in gross violation of existing 
ordinances should be ordered. Will the 
city authorities attend to the matter or 
will they take the position that for a com- 
pleted violation of the ordinances there is no 
remedy ? 

PROSPERITY ON THE NORTH SHORE. 

A few years ago the industrious little 
towns along the north shore used to sup- 
plement taxation by making it expensive 
for bicyclists to use their sidewalks. The 
roads might be impassable, but when the 
traveler sought the smoothness of the side- 
walk, some watchful policeman appeared 
from behind the hedge and took him into 
custody. Now the bicyclist has almost 
ceased to be a source of revenue. He has 
become too infrequent. The chauffeur is 
his successor. Bicycle baiting has given 
way to automobile baiting. The whole 
official population of the town goes down 
to Sheridan road and stands behind trees 
until the many twinkling wheels of the auto- 
mobile come into sight. Then follows the 
capture, The automobilist is snatched 
from his vehicle and carried to court. It 
costs him $5 to get away. 

Now, $5 will run a north shore town for 
some time. If. only enough Chicagoans will 
adventure themselves beyond the city, 
limits the outlying towns will find a full 
and sufficient means of support. Two pur- 
poses will be served. Struggling hamlets 
will be helped along the thorny path of 
existence and careering automobilists will 
get abroad the treatment which they fail 
to get at home. In Chicago people remon- 
strate. -In Glencoe they fine. The dif- 
ference is one which the automobilist will 
soon understand. 

The unfortunate part of the thing, though, 
is that the fines are too much like mosquito 
bites. They will not deter Chicagoans. 
Five dollars seems to be a “ sum of money 
in the villages between Rogers Park and 
Waukegan. To the people who are fined 
$5 is small change. Glencoe and Winnetka 
will have to expand their ideas. Fine the 
automobilists $25 apiece even if the village 
treasuries begin to show a surplus which 
no one will quite know how to dispose of. 
Perhaps the village governments can be en- 
dowed. The main point is to punish reckless 
speeding and to punish it adequately. This 
point should be made even if it becomes 
necessary to hire a financier from Chicago 
to manage the proceeds. 


THE RIGHT TO BITE. 

Once there was a man who sued another 
man because the other man’s dog chased 
his cat. 
nervous derangement ever afterwards and 
that her value as a household pet had been 
impaired. The attorney for the defendant 
held that the dog had not chased the cat 
out of any malicious desire to derange her 
neryous system, but simply out of good 
hunior and regard for tradition. He was 


able, and immemorial right the dog has al- 
ways had to chase the cat whenever he 
pleased. 

A similar right has just been estab- 
lished for the dog in Missouri. Mr. Si- 
mon owned a thoroughly exemplary dog 
called Jupiter. Mr. Quinn owned a less 
exemplary boy called Willie. Jupiter was 
basking in the sun when Willie found him. 
To Willie's taste basking was rather slow 
fun. There were other things that would 
add more zest to life. Accordingly, he tied 
a tin can to Jupiter's tail. 
was not a bully, but neither was he a non- 
resistant. The can annoyed him. He bit 
Willie. Willie ran home and told his 
father. His father prosecuted Mr. Simon. 
Fortunately Judge Sidener was a man of 
discernment. His decision was that Mr. 
Quinn was to pay the costs of the trial.. The 
dog was not to blame, for, as the decision 
most admirably says: 

Any dog has a legal and undeniable right to bite 
any man, woman, or child who purposely and with 
intent to disturb said dog’s tranquillity and peace 
of mind does attach or cause to be attached to 
said dog’s tail a tin can or other weight which 
will impede, or tend to impede, the progress of 
said animal. A dog which bites its persecutor in 
such a cause is acting purely and honestly in self- 
defense, and is as justly immune from punishment 


as the man who strikes at a burglar in defense of 
his own life and welfare. 


This seems no more than reasonable, and 
it is to be hoped that the courts of other 
states in the union will take the same stand. 
The tincanned dog has rights which deserve 
recognition. 


WEATHER AND EXPORTS. 

The export statistics recently issued from 
Washington point a ,humiliating moral. 
Man has not altogether accomplished that 
mastery of nature which he likes to talk 
about. In the year 1901 there was a 
drought. Man did not enjoy that drought, 
but he had to take it. The conse- 
quences were serious. In the first twelve 
months ending on June 30, 1901, the United 
States had exported. 181,000,000 bushels 
of corn. The year before that it had ex- 
ported 213,000,000. This year the total 
fell to about 27,000,000. Here is a great 
loss inflicted upon the country by natural 
forces over which man has been able to 
get no control. 

What adds to the misfortune is that the 
inability to export comes just at the time 
when exportations would be received with 
enthusiasm. Our European friends have 
discovered the valuable properties 
“maize.” They are willing now to feed 
it to their cattle, though they are not quite 
willing to partake of it themselves. They 
still look upon it as the English used to 
look upon oats. “ As the result of using 
oats,” said the Scotchman, “ what horses 
you have in England and what men we 
have in Scotland!” The Englishmen fina!ly 
saw the point. They began to have oats 
for breakfast. In the same way they will 
overcome their aversion to corn. It is im- 
possible to believe that they can long con- 
tinue to disregard their own interests. 

It is a matter for self-congratulation, 
therefore, that the year 1902 gives promise 
of a corn crop which will be sufficient not 
only for our own use but for that of our 
Anglo-Saxon brethren, our German cousins, 
and our general European relatives. It may 
be that we shall Have some to spare even 
for those peoples whose nearest title of 
kinship is that they are customers. Good 
weather from now on will mean money in 
our national pocket. We shall be able to 
recoup ourselves for the losses of the last 


year.

It is cultivated for gar- 
den ornament, especially the double varie- 
ties; and for medicinal purposes. The blos- 
soms range from white to purple, with petals 
of a soft, silky texture.

Opium is made from the 
milky juice which oozes from shallow cuts 
made in the young capsules. The seeds have 
no narcotic properties, but produce a valua- 
ble ofl nearly equal to olive oil.

try of the poppy is not known, it having 
been cultivated from most remote ages, and 
was ly known in Italy and Greece. 

The corn or red poppy (Papaver rhceas) 
is one of the most beautiful flowers, and 
easily takes first rank among the poppies. 
It is a smaller plant than the opium; produc- 
ing smaller flowers and having light green, 
hairy, finely cut foliage, which makes the 
plant ornamental, even when not blooming. 
The flowers of this. variety last longer than 
‘those of the common poppy. The Shirley 
poppies are the best strains of this species. 
Though one of the most beautiful of flowers, 
the corn poppy is considered a troublesome 
weed. While in flower it makes the corn- 
flelds appear a blaze of red. Its petals pro- 
duce a sirup used in medicine,. and also 
> paper matter used in the preparation of 


The other two cultivated varieties are the 
Iceland and the oriental poppy. The former 
is the glory of the arctic region, where it 
ranges over an immense territory, and is 
remarkable for its variation of color, though 
it never attains the brilliant scarlet of the 
corn poppy. It is noted especially for the 
satiny texture and crimpled character of 
its petals. The oriental is a longer lived 
perennial than the Iceland poppy, and has 


the fame of the opium variety. It is easily 
propagated, either by seed or division, and 
has much range of color. 

The poppy family is made up of herbs, 
which possess a milky or colored juice, and 
regular, perfect flowers of from four to 
twelve petals and many stamens. They 
are fertilized by bees, though not honey 
bearing. The fruit is a dry capsule, usually 
one celled, but containing a large number 
of seeds. The juice is either narcotic or 
acrid, and the leaves almost always lobed 
or dissected. 

A lover of color in flowers can get splendid 
effects by sowing the seeds of poppies. No 
other flower will make such a gorgeous show 
in the garden during July and August. Plant 
the seed as early in the spring as the ground 
can be worked, and cover lightly or the seeds 
will not germinate. By picking the pods as 
soon as the petals drop the blooming season 
is lengthened. Plants from self sown seeds 
blossom two weeks earlier than if planted 
in spring. Poppies will not bear transplant- 
ing, and must be left where the seed is sown. 
They are so susceptible to cross fertiliza- 
tion that new strains are constantly aris- 
ing. 

The poppy is the flower for the month 
of August, and is said to * consola-

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

NOTHER source of discord has arisen 
between the vatican and the quirinal. 
It is in connection with the possession 


of the tron crown of Lombardy, which 


has hitherto been in the custody of 
the chapter of the cathedral at Monza. But 
so much difficulty was experienced by the 
government in getting the cathedral authori- 
ties to surrender it for a few days at the time 
of the funeral of Humbert in order to figure 
on a cushion by the side of his remains that 
the present king and his government have 
come to the conclusion that the crown must 
be turned over without further delay to the 
state to be preserved by responsible officials 
along with the other regalia of the kingdom. 

The iron crown is considered as the prin- 
cipal feature of the regalia of the kings of 
Italy, and it is regarded at the quirinal as 
preposterous that under the circumstances 
it should remain in the possession and in the 
care of clergy over whom the state has but 
little control, and who do not hesitate to 
assume an attitude of open antagonism to 
both the king and his government. 

The church, on the other hand, will not 
hear of surrendering the crown, denying that 
it forms any part of the regalia of the kings 
of Italy, and claiming that it is above every- 
thing else a sacred relic, and as such incapa- 
ble of being properly cared for and guarded 
by lay officials, who might possibly be pro- 
fessing atheists, as for instance the Premier 
Zanardelli. 

The iron crown, which is one of the oldést 

in Europe, is made of large gold plaques, 


jewels, and stiffened inside into the form 
of a circle by a narrow and extremely rusty 
iron band. According to legend and tradi- 
tion, as well as to the claims of the clergy at 
Monza and elsewhere in Italy, this strip of 
iron inside the gold circlet is nothing more 
nor less than the nail by means of which 
the feet of Christ were fastened to the cross. 
The crown dates from about the middle of 
the fourth century, was one of the most pre- 
cious possessions of Emperor Constantine 
the Great, and Was used in crowning the 
early Lombard kings, Berengario having 
been crowned therewith at Milan in 888. 
Napoleon I. used it in 1805 to crown himself 
as king of Italy and Milan, and Ferdinand 
I. of Austria was likewise crowned there- 
with in 1838. In those days it was kept in 
the cathedral church at Monza, near Milan, 
and when the present emperor of Austria 
was forced at the close of the to him so 


ince of Lombardy he was likewise compelled 
to abandon his rights to the ownership of 
the iron crown. 

Neither the late King Humbert not yet his 
father ever made use of the iron crown dur- 
ing their lifetime. At their death, however, 
it was, as I have stated above, placed ona 
cushioned stool beside their remains, while 
the latter lay in state. On each occasion 
the government was driven to, making 
threats of using force before the crown was 
temporarily surrendered for the purpose by 
the ecclesiastical authorities, who protested 
against the idea of so sacred a relic figuring 
beside the corpse and as part of the regalia 
of a monarch who had been excommunicated 
and who had been at the head of that gov- 
ernment which has deprived the papacy of 
its temporal possessions. 


The present king, like his two predecessors 
on the throne, has not been crowned, and 
never will be. Nor does he ever intend to 
wear the iron crown. But he is firmly re- 
solved to obtain possession of it, realizing 
full well that, as matters stand now, there 
is nothing to prevent the priests at Monza 
from carrying off the iron crown into the 
vatican as one of the treasures and relics 
belonging to the pope, while it is, of course, 
equally possible that the crown might either 
be carried out of the country or even stolen. 

Of course the clergy will complain and 
will charge the government with sacrilege, 
and will invoke the intervention of the for- 
eign powers. But, as in other cases, it will 
be without avail, and the king of Italy will 
bave his way, well aware that no foreign 
cou will care to quarrel with him or 
with Italy about such a purely domestic 
and national question as the guardianship 
of the crown of Italy.

THAN FOR TWO MONTHS. 


‘Grain Carrying Roads Are More Active 


and as a Rule Show Strength—Alton 

Makes a Net Gain of Three Points 
Missouri Pacific Loses, Appar- 

ently Through Manipulation — St. 
Paul Touches the Highest Price in 
2 Year—Copper Shares Advance,

NEW YORK, July 15.—The dealings in 
stocks were the largest since the early part 
of May. They were well distributed and the 
tone of the market was in the main strong. 
In the early dealings the shares of the rail- 
way companies, the lines of which traverse 
the principal cereal producing sections of the 
country, were exceptionally strong. 

In the afternoon the speculation was affect- 
ed adversely by a sharp decline in the price 
of July option on corn in the Chicago market. 
‘The more important dealings in the railway 
list were in Atchison common, Missouri Pa- 
einne, Union Pacific, St. Paul, and Chitago 
and Alton in the order named. The last 
named was unusually active at a net gain 
of nearly 3 points. The others retained only 
a small part of the early advances except 
Missouri Pacific, which was second in re- 


' spect of activity, and sustained a net loss of 


nearly a point.. The pool in this stock has 
either found a market broad enough to ab- 
sorb a part of its holdings or is manipulating 
the market with a view of discouraging out- 
side buying preliminary to a further ad- 
yance. The earnings of the company and the 
putiook for the crops in the territory served 
by the system would seem to make the latter 
thebry the more plausible. St. Paul sold at 
the highest price recorded for it in more than 
a year, a circumstance that evidently invited 
profit taking, that left the stock only a shade 
higher than last night. In Union Pacific 
realizing sales depressed the price fraction- 
ally at the close. 


Atchison common enjoyed a maximum ad- 
vance of 1% per cent, but subsequently lost 
two-thirds of it. The preferred was also ex- 
ceptionally strong in the first half of the day, 
but closed a shade lower than last night. 
The local traction stocks, particularly 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit, received more at- 
tention than for some time past, and al- 
though they moved in unison with thé re- 
mainder of the list during the last half of the 
day they closed higher than yesterday. 

Less active issues that were exceptionally 
strong’ were Chicago and Northwestern, Chi- 
cago Terminal preferred, St. Louis South- 
western common, and on light transactions 
New York, New Haven and Hartford, which 
scored a net gain of more than 6 points, and 
Iowa Central common.

In the industrial group the heaviest trading 
was in Amalgamatéd Copper, which at a 
reaction ‘of % of 1 per cent closed 1% points 
higher than yesterday. The buying of this 
stock was generally attributed to the cover- 
ing of short contracts, induced apparently 
by indications that the consumption of cop- 
per is about keeping pace with the enormous 
production. 

The only other industrials that received 
noteworthy att on were the United States 
Steel stocks, e market for which was 
favorably influenced in the late dealings by 
the publication of a synopsis of the affidavits 
submitted in behalf of the company in its 
answer to the latest suit brought against 
it to restrain the conversion of a portion of 
its preferred stock into bonds.

EARNINGS AT HIGH MARK 


CITY RAILWAY’S NET 18 16 TO 18 


Much Money Being Turned Back Into 
the Property—A Contributor Thinks 
North western L Preferred Share- 
holders Are Not Being Duly Consid- 


ered—Baltimore and Ohio Makes a 


Good Showing—Chicago Bank Stocks 
Irregular—Demand from New York. 


It is understood that net earnings of the 
Chicago City railway for the current year 
are at the rate of between 16 and 18 per cent 
on the outstanding capital. The company 
pays 9 per cent on the present issued capital 
of $18,000,000. In excess of this dividend 
the company is earning at the rate of about 
$1,440,000 per annum. The earnings noted are 
for six months. 

The excess income is being put into the 
property and, of course, Will not appear in 
the annual statement as applicable to the 
stock. The earnings applicable to the stock 
last year were 11.09 per cent. But the in- 
vestment of earnings in the plant will prob- 
ably be capitalized at some future time and 
in this way return to the shareholders. 

Based on earnings, the stock of the City 
railway company at 207 seems a moderate 
price. But however good the business of the 
company, active speculation in the shares 
can hardly be expected while the franchise 
situation remains undetermined. Nothing 
can be done with this matter until next fall 
and then what will happen is problematic 
because of the known attitude of the city 
government on this question. 

With earnings such as they are and fran- 
chise matters out of the way, City railway 
stock would probably be selling at its old 
figure, around 325. 


Northwestern L Protest. 


The following communication has been re- 
ceived: 

Being an investor in the bonds and stocks 
of the Northwestern Flevated railroad com- 
pany, I have noticed that about every time 
the papers have made comment on the good 


showing made in the traffic of the road and 


also what the earnings should show on such 
traffic, no time is lost by the officials of the 
road in giving out that the road is not doing 
as well as reported. Such an attitude on the 
part of the managers of the road is without 
@ parallel, as far as I know. Is it because 
they have such an interest in their stock- 
holders or is it because they wish to bear 
the stock and gather more of it in at low 
prices? The first statement given out by 
the Yerkes management showed that the 
road was earning on the small traffic of about 
40,000 passengers over 4 per cent on the 
preferred stock. The officials of the present 
management toot their own horns and say 
„de are laying away a maintenance fund 
with which to protect your property from 
depreciation.’’ Gaze at their last statement 
and see the large amount of $15,000. It is 
a pretty proposition for large holders of the 
common,.as the present management are. 
They do not pay any dividends on the pre- 
ferred stock and it is not accumulative, so 
all the earnings are going to increase the 
value of the common stock and never will 
the preferred stock have any participation 
in the earnings until they see fit, for they are 
the voting trust. Where do we preferred 
holders stand? 

„Also let me call your attention to the 
Lake Street Elevated railroad company. 
Who heard anything of assessing the stock- 
holders when Yerkes was running this prop- 
erty? AN INVESTOR.”’ 


What the Policy Means. 

There doesn’t appear to be any special evi- 
dence in support of the belief that the man- 
agement is trying to bear the stock. It is 
true, however, that the expenditure of earn- 
tgs in extensions and improvements will 
add to the value of the common stock, seeing, 
as the correspondent points out, that the 
preferred stock is noncumulative. The long- 
er dividends are deferred the greater will be- 
But the 
management has only its proportionate 
share in the common stock. There is but 
$5,000,000 of tHis, whereas the authorized 
preferred issue is $25,000,000. The improve- 
ment of the property will add to the value 
of the preferred as well as the common, 
though the latter will profit the more. 

It is only fair to the management that it 
should not be forgotten that stockholders of 
all classes were permitted to subscribe for 
the refunding 4 per cent bonds at 90. These 
bonds are now selling at 97 and have touched 
90. The preferred stockholders, and the 
common also, have in effect received a 7 per 
cent dividend. The bonds might have been 
sold in the onen market at 95. 

As to the Lake Street Elevated, it may be 
said C. T. Yerkes performed an unusual feat 
when he got bondholders to scale their se- 
curity instead of throwing the burder on 
the stock. Mr. Yerkes did this, because his 
interest was in the stock and not in the bonds, 
It was a matter of bargain driving with him, 
in which most of the bondholders suffered, 
although William Ziegler, among others, 
didn't. 

Railway Earnings. 

Baltimore and Ohio earnings for June, in- 
cluding the Baltimore and Ohio Southwest- 
ern, show a gain of nearly 9 per cent in gross 
and nearly 4 per cent in net.

Bankers’ Sterling Plentiful. 


Chicago bankers are of the ‘opinion that 
gold exports are still some ways off. New 
York houses with branches in Europe keep 
supplying the foreign exchange market with 
bankers’ bills. With them it is largely a case 
of borrowing money where it is cheap and 
lending where it is dear. The Berlin rate is 
1% per cent. By drawing on Berlin money 
may be borrowed there at a cost of 1% per 
cent, and loaned in New York at 4% per cent. 
The estimate of Schumacher & Co. that 
$500,000,000 is borrowed abroad is not 
deemed excessive in some quarters. But it 
is interesting to note that while the United 
States and Canada are large borrowers of 
money now they were large lenders a few 
years ago, when the interest rate in Germany 
was higher than in New York. Then they 
bad deposits abroad instead of loans. All 
the larger Chicago banks had money loaned 


in Berlin. 
Among the Banks. 


Deposits of the National Bank of North 
America are understood to be a little less 
than $5,000,000. 

Interest’ rates continued steady to firm 
yesterday. The minimum rates of the First 
National and Illinois Trust and Commercial 
National was 5 per cent. The new banks 
and one of the large trust companies were 
lending at 4% to 5 per cent. The demand 
at the commercial banks is quite active. 

A local banker estimates that Chicago 
institutions cannot earn anything above 
their dividends with an average rate of 
interest at less than 4% per cent. One or 
two institutions which make large invest- 
ments in securities are able to turn handsome 
profits regardless of the varying phases of 
interest rates. But for the bank depending 
for its income more largely on interest on 
loans, it is probable the 4% per cent rate is a 
fair estimate. 

Directors of the Union Bank’ of London 
have declared a dividend at the rate of 10 per 
cent per annum and a bonus equal to a 
further 2 per cent per annum. At the cor- 
responding period last year the dividend and 
bonus were the same. 

The London City and Midland bank has 
declared an interim dividend at the rate of 
Is per cent per annum. The dividend for the 
corresponding period last year was at the 
same rate. 

Local bank stocks are feeling the effects 
of the speculative interest in them. This 
applies to the old banks, whose capital was 
increased and to one whose capital it is pro- 
posed to increase. Within a week American 
Trust, Bankers’ National, National Bank of 
the Republic, and the First National have 
suffered material declines. Speculative 
holders who a short time ago would not sell 
are now offering their holdings. 

Some demand for First National and Cen- 
tral Trust by New York brokers is reported. 
At the present, time there is more of a New 
York demand for Central Trust than there is 
for First. 

The organizers of the Drexel Savings bank 
are understood to be making considerable 
effort to secure business near the location 
of the bank, in the vicinity of Thirty-ninth 
street and Cottage Grove avenue. The capi- 
tal stock has been offered in small amounts 
to prospective patrons of the institution.

SURVEYS FOR NEW CANAL LINES 


Maj. McTownshed Preparing Plans for 
Watérway in Rock River Through 
Parts of Illinois. 


III., 


Sterling. July 15.— [Special. Ma]. 


Charles McTownshe of the district has be- 


gun the survey of Rock river from this city 
to Rockford for the purpose of securing slack 
water navigation by means of dams, pools, 
and lateral canals. The last session of con- 
gress passed a bill authorizing the survey of 
the river and appropriated $100,000 to defray 
the cost. 

The intention of the government is to 
secure water transportation from Rockford 
down Rock river to this city, then down the 
Hennepin canal feeder to the main Ine. 
The main line connects with the Illinois river 
near Hennepin and at the Mississippi near 
Milan. The main line of the Hennepin canal 
is seventy-nine miles long, the feeder is to be 
twenty-nine. 

The distance from this city to Rockford 
is sixty miles, making a waterway, wholly 
in the state of IHinois, of 169 miles, passing 
through all of the manufacturing towns of 
northern Illinois and through the great coal 
region of the state.:

WEATHER MORE FAVORABLE IN 
ALL SECTIONS. 


Mississippi Valley Is Getting Too Much 
Rain, Which Has Delayed Cultiva- 
tion—Central and East Gulf States 
Necessarily Hot—Corn Crops in the 
Principal Corn States in Favorable 
Shape—Winter Wheat Nearly All In 
and Spring Wheat Heading Well. 


Washington, D. C., July 15.—[Special.]— 
Following is the weekly report issued by the 
climate and crop division of the weather 
bureau: 

Favorable temperatures prevailed during 
the week ending on July 14 in all districts 
east of the Rocky mountains, with the ex- 
ception of the central and east gulf states, 
which have suffered from excessive heat. A 
considerable portion of these last mentioned 
districts have, however, received much need- 
ed rains, relieving to a great extent the se- 
vere drought that has prevailed for several 
weeks, although more rain is greatly needed 
in some sections. 

Heavy rains have continued in the Missouri 
and upper Mississippi valleys and portions 
of the lake region, delaying cultivation and 
causing destructive freshets in places. The 
central and southern Rocky mountain re- 
gions have suffered from low temperatures 
and frosts. 

Highly favorable conditions prevailed on 
the Pacific coast, especially in Oregon and 
Washington. 

The corn crop, as a whole, in the principal 
corn states, has made favorable progress, 
although needing cultivation in portions of 
the Missouri and upper Mississippi valleys 
and lake region as a result of continued 


rains. which have also reduced the acreage 


in Iowa: 

In the southern states late corn has im- 
proved, but the early crop is poor. In New 
England, New York, and North Dakota corn 
is backward. 


Winter Wheat Harvesting. 


Winter wheat harvest is nearing com- 
pletion except in the northern portion of the 
winter wheat belt. The crop has experienced 
generally favorable conditions, except in the 
Missouri valley, where complaints continue 
of sprouting in stack and shock. On the 
coast winter wheat is maturing 

, an arvest will be 
about ten days. 

Spring wheat is now heading in the north- 
ern portion of the spring wheat region, and 
the general outlook for this crop continues 
promising, although it is late in portions of 
northern Minnesota. In Iowa, where the 
crop has been damaged by rust, the outlook 
is less favorable. 

Oats continue in promising condition, but 
lodging is reported quite extensively in Ne- 
braska and Iowa and to some extent in Ohio. 
Harvesting has been interrupted by wet 
weather in the lower Missouri valley, but 
has made good progress elsewhere. 

A general improvement in the condition 
of cotton is indicated, although in the cen- 
tral and eastern districts the plant is small 
and blooming to top is extensively reported. 
In Texas, except in the region of drought, 
which comprises less than 10 per cent of the 
er area, the ves has made rapid growth,

Texas—Favorable temperature; beneficial 
rains, but insufficient to relieve drought in 
northwest and extreme southwest counties: 
cotton making rapid growth and fruiting 
well generally, except in region of drought, 
which comprises not more than 6 to 8 per 
cent of acreage, and in many sections pros- 
pects are flattering; few scattered reports of 
boll, weevil and shedding, latter due to alter- 
nating showers and sunshine, but no material 
damage; beginning to open in central and 
picking progressing in southern counties. 

ansas—Warm, dry weather; cotton 
promising, but growing too rapidly in some 
localities; blooming and forming well in oth- 
ers; early corn made; large yield indicated. 

Missouri—Showers in north and west re- 
tarded thrashing, oat harvest, and haying, 
and caused some. further damage to grain, 
but in southeast work progressed favorably: 
bulk of oats in shock in fair condition; corn 
progressing finely. 


Good Week in Illinois. 


Illinois—A good week for farm work and 
growing crops, wheat and rye being harvest- 
ed in north and thrashed in south; good aver- 
age yield; oats being harvested; fair to good 
crop; corn prospects fine; hay fair to good: 
gardens and pastures good; potatoes, large 
but rotting; apples poor to good; 
peaches poor. 

Indiana—Rapid progress being made with 
wheat and rye thrashing and oat and timo- 
thy harvest in south and central.portions 
and with wheat and clover harvest and culti- 
vating corn in north; wheat yielding better 
than expected; clover and oat crops heavy; 
corn doing well; unusually large crop of po- 
tatoes in prospect; apple crop light; melons 
and vegetables in good condition. 

Ohio—Wheat harvesting delayed in north- 
west by wet grounds; some thrashing done; 
grain of good quality; corn growing rapidly; 
fine condition except in northeast, where 
too wet: oats improving: straw and heads 
heavy, but lodged some; early potatoes fair, 
but rotting; some grass improved; clover, 
pastures, gardens, and tobacco doing well; 
apples continue dropping; peaches light; 
grapes promising. . 

Michigan—Warmer, dryer, and brighter 
weather has greatly forwarded haying, 
growth of corn and beans. and maturity of 
wheat and rye; haying well advanced: yields 
good; wheat and rye harvest becoming gen- 
eral; fine yields; corn, beans, and potatoes 
improved, but weedy; oats heavy and prom- 
ising; apples, pears ,and peaches doing well. 

Wisconsin—Week warm; light rains north, 
heavy rains south; corn improving rapjdly; 
winter wheat and rye harvest about com- 
pleted; excellent crops; tame hay heavy; 
marsh grass light; potatoes good; tobacco 
thrifty; apples light, poor quality; raspber- 
ries, cherries, and currants ripe; good yields. 
- Minnesota—Occasiona!l light to moderate 
showers, generally beneficial; spring wheat, 
oats, barley, and flax in splendid condition, 
though wheat is late in portions of north 
section; rye, winter wheat, and early bar- 
ley being harvested in south; much clover 
and timothy hay secured. 

lowa—Heavy rains and floods first half of 
week, followed by fine weather; harvest work 
resumed on driest land; oats badly lodged, 
but about average yield may be secured: 
spring wheat damaged by rust, but condition 
fairly good; potatoes making large yield: 
though some loss by rotting; some loss of 
apples by winds; corn acreage reduced by 
floods, but general condition improved by 
more favorable weather. 

North Dakota—All vegetation made rapid 
growth; wheat about half headed and in ex- 
cellent condition; oats, rye, and barley good 
and heading. 

South Dakota—Favorable temperature: 
beneficial and fairly well distributed show- 
ers; small grains continue healthy. 

Nebraska—Heavy rains and high water 
damaged crops on lowlands; winter wheat 
sprouting to some extent in shock, and crops 
generally damaged by rains first of week:

Judge in the United States Circuit Court 


Refuses Injunction to Hamper the 
St. Louis World’s Fair Directors. 


St. Paul, Minn., July 15.—United States 
Circuit Judge Sanborn this afternoon denied 
the injunction asked by Mrs Laura Tesson 
against the Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
company to prevent the condemnation of her 
property for exposition purposes 

James P. Dawson, one of Mrs. Tesson’s 
lawyers, immediately announced that the 
complainant would appeal to the United 
States Supreme court. The appeal is made 
directly over the head of the Court of Ap- 
peals, because Judge Sanborn, sitting in the 
Circuit court, is a judge of the Appellate 
court. 

The ground of the decision is two-fold. 
In the first place, the judge finds that the 
exposition company has power to condemn 
land for its own use; and, secondly, the com- 
plainant has not pursued the proper remedy, 
as she may resist the condemnation on the 
same facts in an action at law, even ff her 
contention were correct. A delay of years 
cuts no figure, for the complainant may sue 
for damages in case the court of last resort 
should find that the exposition company had 
no right to condemn and had, therefore, tres- 
passed on her land. 

Judge Sanborn held that the exposition 
company was organized for a public and not 
a private purpose. 


MAINE STARTS ON TRIAL TRIP. 


New Battleship Leaves the Yards in 
Philadelphia with Experts on 
Board for Builders’ Test.

Forthcoming Convention Will Have 
Interesting Program—Qgestion of 
Expenses of Fire Companies May Be 
Discussed with view to Quieting 
Protests of Policy Holders—Execu- 
tive Committee Fails to Reach De- 
Cision in Case of G. M. Harvey & Co. 


Preparations are being made for the forth- 
coming meeting of the National Association 
of Local Agents, to be held next October in 
Louisville. The program is not yet com- 
pleted, but it will no doubt include discussion 
of topics that are of great interest. One of 
the questions that is likely to be discussed is 
that of expenses. The local agents find that 
it is becoming more and more difficult to meet 
the protests of policyholders against the high 
expense ratio of the fire companies. The 
assured think that rates are raised largely on 
account of increasing expenses, and that 
these expenses in fire insurance are not com- 
menstrate with other lines of business. The 
agents will probably agree to cojperate with 
the companies in securing a reduction of ex- 
penses, if they could be granted at the same 
time certain privileges in the way of single 
agencies. It is likely that agents would 
agree to a material reduction in commissions 
in the larger cities especially if this could be 
brought about. It is natural that local agents 
should not desire to part with their present 
commission scale, and yet the country agents 
point to the high commissions that are paid 
in large cities. They deplore the failure of 
the recent movement headed by Managers 
W. J. Littlejohn of the North British and J. 
L. Whitlock of the Glens Falls to secure co- 
operation in the “ excepted cities in a way 
that might reduce the commissions. The 
large cities question is likely to be a lively 
one, and the agents are showing more and 
more interest in it. Many would like to see 
this topic thoroughly discussed at the Louis- 
ville convention. 


No decision was reached by the executive 
committee of the Chicago Underwriters’ as- 
sociation yesterday in the case of George M. 
Harvey & Co., who are supended from the 
association on account of alleged violation 
of the rules. Harvey & Co. are willing to 
stand trial under certain conditions, but the 
management of the local board refuses to 
give them a hearing under the stipulation. 
The board has notified all class 8 agents, 
brokers, and solicitors that they will violate 
the rules in doing business with Harvey & 
Co. Mr. Harvey states that his companies 
will stand by him in any emergency and see 
him through. Exchange business with the 
Harvey office has been discontinued by other 
agents, but an effort is being made by some 
to place expirations through the general 
agency of Mr. Harvey's companies.
